The  work  of  building  up  the  Order 
and  increasing  its  stability  is  not  con- 
fined to  any  one  section  in  Pennsyl- 
vania.

Sharing  in  the  Harvest.

THE  GRANaE  is  often  likened 
to  a  nicely-arranged,  well- 
conducted  farm,  the  four 
degrees  of  the  Subordinate 
Grange  corresponding  to 
the  four  seasons  of  the  year.  During 
three  of  those  seasons  members  are 
engaged  in  productive  labor.  •  Dur- 
ing the  fourth,  or  Winter  season,  we 
take  partial  rest  from  our  labors  and 
realize  upon  the  fruitage  of  the  pro- 
ducing seasons.  As  it  is  true  that 
the  farmer  reaps  what  he  sows  so 
should  a  Grange  reap  that  which  it 
sow¥. 

While  from  our  labors  there  has 
come  much  desirable  legislation,  ben- 
eficial alike  to  all  citizens  of  the 
State  and  Nation,  these  things  have 
shown  the  power  of  united  effort. 
Bad  legislation  is  defeated  or  ju- 
dicious legislation  secured  not  so 
much  because  of  the  numerical 
strength  of  our  Order,  but  because  of 
our  ability  to  generate  public  senti- 
ment and  by  wise  and  intelligent 
leadership  in  the  Grange  to  direct 
and  concentrate  the  combined  force 
of  good  citizens  everywhere  upon  a 
good  measure.  For  the  part  the 
-Grange  plays  in  such  work,  sufficient 
glory  comes  to  it  because  of  its  pro- 
gressive,   conscious    leadership. 

Let  us,  therefore,  in  the  enjoyment 
of  these  achievements  unite  unselfish- 
ly with  all  citizens  of  the  State  every- 


where. They  are  for  the  common 
good  and  the  Grange  has  rendered 
worthy  public  service  in  initiating 
and  furthering  their  attainments.  But 
in  the  economy  of  our  organization 
there  are  certain  things  which  have 
been  originated  and  secured  entirely 
within  and  by  the  force  of  our  mem- 
bership. With  the  money  of  its  own 
membership  a  Grange  buys  land  and 
builds  a  hall  upon  it.  That  is  a 
Grange  enterprise.  It  is  proper  that 
it  should  serve  primarily  the  purposes 
of  the  organization.  It  becomes  the 
Grange  home  and  the  centre  of  its 
activities. 

As  we  invite  friends  to  share  our 
hospitality  in  our  individual  homes 
because  we  desire  to  give  them 
pleasure  and  at  the  same  time  to  en- 
joy their  fellowship,  so  a  Grange  will 
occasionally  provide  a  lecture,  or 
some  literary  or  musical  entertain- 
ment and  invite  the  people  of  the 
community  to  share  the  enjoyment 
with  them.  Such  things  are  well  and 
do  us  all  good.  But  we  cannot  afford 
to  entertain  too  much.  A  line  must 
be  drawn  somewhere.  The  building 
and  maintenance  of  a  home  repre- 
sents years  of  labor  and  much  of  ex- 
pense. This  is  true  of  a  family  and 
true  of  a  Orange  and  neither  should 
permit  its  comforts,  blessings  and 
good  things  to  become  "common  to 
everybody."  A  proper  selection  of 
those  to  whom  the  privilege  or  right 
of  enjoying  them  shall  be  given  is  nee- 
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essary  in  order  that  the  family  or 
Grange  may  maintain  the  proper  dig- 
nity, and  that  true  respect  shall  be 
paid  to  the  things  to  be  enjoyed. 

It  is  not  in  accord  with  the  ethics 
of  human  nature  when  members  of 
the  Grange  contribute  in  money,  in 
mental  and  physical  effort  for  the  up- 
building of  an  institution  inside  of 
the  Grange  ranks,  then  to  have  the 
benefits  thrown  equally  to  the  outside 
public.  At  a  great  labor  and  expense 
we  have  built  up  our  co-operative 
trade  relations  and  each  Grange  will 
do  well  to  protect  its  own  members 
in  the  enjoyment  thereof. 

After  the  exercise  of  much  thought 
and  the  expenditure  of  considerable 
effort  we  have  built  up  our  Grange 
fire  insurance  companies  in  various 
parts  of  Pennsylvania.  The  expecta- 
tion was  that  as  they  had  been  built 
up  by  the  Grange  effort  entirely,  only 
members  of  tlie  Grange  should  receive 
tlieir  benefits.  If  those  outside  of  our 
Order  desire  to  enjoy  on  an  equality 
with  us  such  Grange  benefits  as 
these,  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  have 
them  share  in  the  fruits  of  the  har- 
vest with  us.  Let  them  join  our 
Granges.  Let  them  attend  the  meet- 
ings and  contribute  by  their  presence, 
speech  and  labor  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  Grange  and  the  uplifting  of 
our  Order.  Then,  having  borne  with 
us  the  burdens  through  the  heat  of 
the  day  in  the  three  productive 
seasons  of  the  year,  we  shall  gladly 
sit  down  and  partake  together  of  the 
harvest's  fruitage.

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Penn'a.    Farmers    Sharing 

In.    Bank    Privileges. 

The  success  of  the  movement  for 
the  organization  of  Grange  National 
banks  has  far  exceeded  the  most  san- 
guine     expectations.       The      first      of 

these  institutions  to  open  for  busi- 
ness was  that  at  Tioga  and  in  less 
than  three  months  it  has  acquired  a 
standing  among  the  financial  institu- 
tions of  thie  State  which  would  have  ' 
been  creditable  if  the  time  had  been 
measured  by  years  instead  of  weeks. 
Another  has  been  organized  at  Patton, 
Cambria  County,  which  will  be  opened 
Aug  8,  and  others  are  in  pro'cess  of 
organization  in  Clearfield,  McKean, 
Huntingdon,  Sullivan,,  and  other 
counties.  The  farmers  in  these  sev- 
eral communities  manifest  the  most 
intense  interest  in  the  movement  and 
curiously  enough  the  merchants,  man- 
ufacturers, mechanics  and  profession- 
al men  have  revealed  equal  confidence 
in  the  stability  and  expediency  of 
them. 

Yet  the  principal  expressed  in  the 
organization  of  these  finan(cial  in- 
stitutions is  not  thoroughly  under- 
stood even  by  the  Grangers  them- 
selves and  has  been  entirely  misinter- 
preted by  others.  For  example,  one 
of  the  most  intelligent  of  the  great 
newspapers  of  the  State  expressed 
surprise  that  the  National  bank  sys- 
tem had  been  adopted  for  the  reason 
that  National  banks  are  not  allowed 
to  lend  money  on  real  estate  security. 
The  inference  is  that  the  editor  of  that 
paper  was  under  the  impression  that 
the  banks  were  organized  as  vehicles 
for  accommodating  impecunious 
Grangers  with  ready  money.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  nothing  could  be  fur- 
ther from  the  truth.  Grangers  who 
can  borrow  from  those  banks  would 
be  welcomed  as  debt  customers  at  any 
bank  where  they  are  known.  They 
are  entirely  conipetent  to  make  "gilt- 
edged  commercial  paper. 

The  Grange  National  banks  were 
conceived  and"  are  being  established 
for  a  vastly  different  purpose.  They 
are  for  the  benefit  of  farmers  but  in 
the  capacity  of  creditors  rather  than 
debtors.  It  is  known  that  well  con- 
ducted   banks    are   immensely    profit- 


able.      They    earn   not    only    on    their- 
own    capital    but    on    that    of    others- 
which  is  deposited  with  them.      They 
earn  day  and  night,  Sunday  and  work 
day.       Prosperous  farmers  contribute- 
generously   toward   their  achievement 
but    have    been    practically    excluded! 
from     participation     in     the     benefits^ 
which     they     diffuse.      The     banking: 
business  has  been  practically  held  as- 
the    exclusive    prerogative    of   capital- 
ists,    manufacturers,     merchants    and 
professional    men.       For    that    reason 
the  projectors  of  the  Grange  National 
banks  inaugurated  the  movement.     It 
was    intended    to    give   the    farmers   a 
just   share   of  the  advantages  of   life. 

Money  is  the  motive  power  that 
moves  the  world.  It  creates  war  and 
establishes  peace.  Since  the  time  of 
Napoleon  the  destinies  of  Europe  have 
been  shaped  by  the  bankers.  We 
would  not  detract  an  iota  from  the 
just  praise  that  is  due  to  President 
Roosevelt  for  the  recent  restoration  of 
peace  between  Russia  and  Japan.  No 
other  man,  probably,  could  have  ac- 
complished that  splendid  result.  But 
after  all,,  he  was  simply  serving  as 
the  plenipotentiary  of  the  great  bank- 
ers of  Europe  and  America  in  that 
matter.  They  determined  upo^  v^ar 
in  the  beginning.  Their  business 
needed  a  stimulant  and  the  war  pro- 
vided it.  After  the  purpose  had  been 
accomplished,  however,  peace  offered 
the  panacea  that  was  essential  and  it 
was  ordained.  Roosevelt  was  th'e  in- 
strument but  the  bankers  the  potent 
force.  They  proposed  and  he  ful- 
filled their  plans. 

The  farmers  of  this  country  are  the 
wealth  producers  of  the  world.  The 
United  States  is  rapidly  and  surely 
becoming  the  food  supply  station  of 
all  countries.  Not  only  the  armies  of 
Europe  but  the  industrial  hosts  of  all 
nations  are  being  fed  and  clothed  by 
the  product. of  the  soil  of  this  country. 
That  being  the  case,  why  shouldn'^ 
the  farmers  participate  in  the  advan- 
tages which  they  create  ?  That  is 
the  thought  which  influenced  the  State 
Grange  of  Pennsylvania  to  inaugrurate 
the  movement  for  the  establishment  of 
Grange  National  banks  and  the  suc- 
cess of  the  enterprise  is  attributable 
equally  to  the  magnificent  organizing 
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■capacity  of  Bro.  John  G,  McHenry,  of 
Benton,  who  kindly  undertook  the 
work.and  the  intelligence  of  the  farm- 
ers who  promptly  responded  to  his 
call. 


Neighborhood  Improvesment  Work  for 
Granges. 

Whenever  a  Grange  is  established  it 
•should  make  its  impress  apparent. 
The  writer  knows  a  number  of  local- 
ities in  this  State  where  neighbor- 
hoods still  reflect  the  light  of  a  par- 
ticularly good  high  school  or  academy 
that  existed  there  twenty-five  to  fifty 
years  ago.  The  school  itself  may 
have  been  gone  long  since  but  its  in- 
fluence as  an  educational  force  still 
lives.  The  poet  has  expressed  it  in 
some  such  words  as  these  : 
"You  may  break,  you  may  scatter  the 

vase  if  you  will, 
But    the    odor      of      roses      will    cling 
'round  it  still." 

There  are  many  things  that  a 
Grange  may  do  that  will  be  beneficial 
to  the  neighborhood*'  as  such,  and 
will  be  highly  creditable  to  a  Grange 
as  the  inspiring  agency.  For  in- 
stance, it  is  in  the  line  of  progress 
to  give  a  name  to  our  farm  home  and 
have  it  painted  on  a  board  by  the 
road  side  in  front  of  the  house.  It 
should  also  contain  the  farmer's 
name.  If  this  board  be  made  a  little 
Jarger  and  painted  black  the  rest  of 
it  can  be  used  as  a  bulletin  board. 
With  a  piece  of  ordinary  crayon  the 
owner  can  jvrite  upon  it  under  the 
head  of  "For  Sale"  anything  that  he 
may  have  to  dispose  of.  "Chester 
White  Pigs,"  Fresh  Cows,"  "Thor- 
oughbred Poultry  and  Eggs,"  "Work 
Horse,"  eac.  Under  the  head  of 
"Wanted"  he  could  put  on  the  board 
anything  that  he  might  want  to  buy 
that  he  would  think  some  other  farm- 
er would  have,  such  as  "Locust 
Posts,"  "Building  Stone,"  "Seed 
Wheat,"  or  some  particular  breed  of 
live  stock,  etc. 

A  Grange  could  enter  upon  a  move- 
ment of  this  kind  and  encourage  as 
many  families  as  possible  or  all  in 
the  Grange  to  take  a  hand  in  it.  Then 
it  could  appoint  one  of  its  members 
to  procure  that  number  of  bulletin 
tooards,    uniform    in    size,    shape    and 


color  and  let  him  have  them  all  paint- 
ed by  some  fellow  in  the  neighbor- 
hood who  is  handy  with  the  brush. 
A  farmer's  daughter  could  do  tills 
painting  as  some  of  them  handle  the 
paint  brush  very  neatly.  To  com- 
plete the  tastiness  of  this  movement 
they  should  be  put  up  on  posts  of 
about  the  same  size  and  height  and 
in  a  uniform  manner. 

Then  get  some  sta,tionery  printed 
and  use  it  in  all  your  correspondence. 
If  your  farm  home  has  a  name,  have 
it  put  right  in  your  letterheads  and 
in  the  return  card  on  your  envelope. 
This  will  dignify  your  farm,  make 
you  feel  proud  of  your  home  and 
may,  possibly,  have  the  effect  of  en- 
couraging some  of  the  careless  fel- 
lows to  sleek  up  the  front  and  back 
yards  a  little  better. 

You  won't  be  much  money  out  in 
this  movement  and  Pennsylvania 
Grange  News  would  like  to  see  every 
Grange  in  Pennsylvania  taking  this 
or  some  other  good  action  for  com- 
munity betterment.  Ask  the  Sisters 
what  they  think  about  this;  and. 
Worthy  Lecturers,  how  would  it  do  to 
have  Neighborhood  Improvement 
Work  as  a  topic  for  discussion  in  your 
Grange  soon  ?

The  Philosophy  of  Voting 

The  people  of  America  get  the  very 
kind  of  government  they  vote  for. 
They  get  the  ofl^cial  representation 
they  deserve,  and  it  is  bad  just  so 
long  as  they  remain  passive  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  country,  which 
must  be  the  best  interests  of  the  ma- 
jority of  individuals.  Our  nation  is 
a  mass  of  individuals  and  the  great 
organism  of  the  completed  body  must 
be  dependent  for  life  and  power  up- 
on the  influence  of  every  individual 
part.  The  twisting  awry  of  parts 
here  and  there  is  bound  to  affect  the 
whole  and  it  is  a  necessary  work,  the 
an  everlastingly  hard  one,  for  the 
electors  of  our  great  combination  of 
commonwealths   to    be    ever   alive   to 


the  needs  of  the  'State. 

The  American  citizen  holds  in  hia* 
hands  the  remedy  for  existing  ills^ 
and  those  threatened.  It  it  the  ballotr- 
With  his  little  slip  of  paper,  which- 
he  is  entitled  to  cast  according  to  the 
dictates  of  his  conscience  twice  every 
year,  it  is  within  his  power  to  see  that 
the  foreign  elements  which  poison  and 
disrupt  the  body  politic  are  kept  at 
bay.  The  ballot  is  the  mightiest 
weapon  known  to  civilization.  It  ia 
powerful  as  an  agent  for  good  or  evil, 
the  difference  being  whether  it  is  in- 
fluenced by  coercion  or  corruption,  or 
wielded  by  a  free  and  patriotic  citi- 
zen. The  natural  question  that  will 
arise  in  a  discussion  likely  to  be  pre- 
cipitated by  the  premises  taken  above 
is,    "How   to  Vote  ?" 

There  is  more  in  the  vote  than  the 
positive  influence  it  wields;  more  than 
the  mere  counting  of  one  for  or 
against  a  candidate  or  party.  There  is 
that  wonderfully  potent  negative  in- 
fluence —  a  paradoxical  expression 
with  an  exact  meaning.  The  Knock- 
er has  a  lasting  place  in  American 
politics  and  American  statesmanship. 
Should  parties  be  allowed  to  run  along 
without  a  check  rein  for  all  time 
there  would  be  no  redress  for  the 
under  dog.  The  "merger"  of  great 
"interests"  make  party  and  man  sec- 
ondary to  results.  What  does  it  mat- 
ter to  the  corporation  desiring  to  gain 
an  end  whether  the  Democrats  or  Re- 
publicans are  on  top  in  the  State  or 
Government  it  wants  to  control  ? 
One  party,  as  a  rule,  is  as  easy  to 
gobble  up  as  the  other.  The  in- 
fluencing of  ~.  few  votes  will  turn  an 
•  election  and  the  "system"  will  have 
gained  one  more  victory.  The  radi- 
cal idea  must  find  its  opportunity  in 
a  vigorous  hammering  against  the 
vested  rights  and  the  powers  that  be. 
In  this  point  lies  relief  from  threat- 
ening situations. 

The  American  citizen  who  will  allow 
his  vote  to  be  bartered  away  from  him, 
either  by  actual  cash  purchase  or  by 
influences  that  attract  him  or  that  are 
so  repulsive  to  him  that  he  is  afraid 
to  run  amuck  of  them,  is  worse  than 
the  heartless  father  who  robs  his 
baby's  savings  bank.  With  a  free 
vote,   cast  by     an     uninfluenced  and 
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'conscience-guided      electorate,      .there 
i^need  be  no  fear  for  tile  State  or  the 
"Country.       In    casting    your    vote    be- 
-lieve  only  those  things  that  you  know 
to    be    truei,    or    in    other    words,    find 
•out  all  about   the   questions  involved. 
■  Refuse  to   be   conservative,   push   for- 
'ward    your    radical    views,    refuse    to 
ifall  in  with  the  push  because  you  are 
'one  against  the   many,   for  your  vote 
will  count  at  least  one  in  pulling  down 
the      intoxicating      majorities.       Keep 
things  close  together  and  compel  the 
corruptionists  and  the  grafters  to  real- 
ize   that      there      is      intelligence    left 
■umong  the  American  people.      In  do- 
ling this  you  will  assist  in  creating  a 
•conditon    that    will    give    no    employ- 
ment to  the  "muck  rakers,"  but  will 
frighten   the   political   hoot-owls   from 
the  tree  tops,  where  they  have  always 
felt  secure. 

No  politicians  are  angels,  nor  do  we 
want  them  so.  Your  little  knock  with 
youT  vote,  however,  will  make  the 
■comimg  candidates  a  little  better  than 
theJir  predecessors.  Boost  neither 
s:jaGu  nor  measures,  but  pick  out  the 
Haws  and  bad  places  always.  Mix 
up  the  parties  among  the  elected 
ones,    if  possible,   and,   finally,   compel 


the  things  to  be  done  that  you  want 
done  and  that  are  for  the  good  of 
the  whole,  by  letting  the  office  holders 
know  that  they  are  not  presented 
with  office  as  a  sinecure,  but  that 
they  are  the  servants  of  the  people 
and  bound  to  obey  the  mandates  of 
the  people. 

Vote    to    suit      yourself     and    make 
your  ballot  a  veritable  sledge  hammer. 

It  is  the  splitting  up  of  tickets  that 
puts  the  politicians  to  guessing.  That 
indicates  that  the  voters  are  no  longer 
blind;  that  they  will  not  swallow  in- 
discriminately any  old  ticket  that  a 
political  machine  manufactures  for 
them.  Farmers  should  show  their 
independence  and  ability  to  conscious- 
ly discriminate  by  marking  a  mixed 
ballot.  There  will  be  one  or  more 
on  every  ticket  that  you  do  not  like. 
Vote  against  them.  The  politicians 
will  take  notice  of  this  pretty  quickly. 
They  will  then  put  up  better  men  as 
candidates.  We  will  have  better  men 
in  office  and  better  administrations  as 
a  result.  This  is  easy  and  practical. 
Try    it. 

Do  this  by  striking  at  the  bad 
places.  The  good  places  will  take  care 
of  themselves.

The    conduct    of 
those  children  should  be  looked  after 
by   the   Matron   and   by   their   parents 
jointly.      Their     organization     into     a 
Juvenile   Grange    does  not   give   tTiem 
license   to   annoy   people   or   molest   a 
property.        The    having    "of    a    good 
time"  does  not  necessarily  imply  that 
the  person     or     persons     enjoying  it 
•either   need   to    be    or   should   be    dis- 
turbing factors     in     the     community. 
But  now  that  you  have  organized  the 
children   into   a   Juvenile   Grange   the 
people  of  tTie  neighborhood  will  hold 
your  Subordinate  Grange  to  greater  or 
lesser      degree      responsible      for    the 
conduct      of      the      members      of    the 


Juvenile     Grange.      And     certain     re- 
sponsibility     does      attach        to     your 
Grange  ,in    that   connection   and   your 
Grange   should   not  attempt   to   throw 
it    off.        The    Worthy    Master    should 
appoint  one     or     two     members  from 
your   Grange   to   be  with   the   Juvenile 
Grange  throughout  its  meetings.  They 
should    restrain    undue    hilarity,    and 
by    so    guiding    the    energies    of    the 
members,  succeed  in  enabling  them  to 
liave  both  an  enjoyable  and  profitable 
meeting.       One   of  the   prime   benefits 
that  comes  to  the  members  of  a  Juve- 
nile   Grange    comes    from    a    proper 
discipline     which     they     should     get 
working    together    in    their    organized 
capacity.       It  is  a  duty   of  your  Sub- 
ordinate   Grange      to      .stimulate      the 
pride  of  these   children,   to  have  nice 
and    orderly    meetings,    and    to    have 
them    conducted    in    accordance   with 
the        requirements        for        Juvenile

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  :  — 

In  answer  to  your  inquiries  I  have- 
to  say  tliat  we  expect  those  who  go- 
out  as  pic-nic  lecturers  by  State 
Grange  direction  should  go  as  rejure- 
sentatives  of  the  Grange.  AMftongr 
our  lecturing  force  we  have  preach- 
ers of  various  denominations,  but  It 
would  be  of  questionable  propriety  for 
them  to  take  advantage  of  our  meet- 
ings and  our  employment  to  build  up- 
their  church  or  any  denomination.. 
There  are  people  connected  withi 
many  kinds  of  organizations  who  have 
done  and  are  doing  more  or  less  work* 
for  the  Grange  and  while  we  expect 
them  to  advocate  organization  and  co^- 
operation  as  two  agencies  of  great 
helpfulness  to  the  farmers,  we  expect 
them  to  speak  primarily  for  the 
Grange  organization  '  when  they  go 
under  its  auspices.  At  such  times 
and  places  this  is  expected  not  only 
by  us,  but  by  the  audience  and  any- 
one who  is  either  afraid  or  unwilling 
to  meet  such  expectations  has  no 
moral  right  to  accept  the  position.  I 
speak  thus  clearly  so  that  you  nnay 
have  a  clear  understanding  of  my 
conception  of  what  I  desire  the  rela- 
tions of  those  affiliated  with  State 
Grange  work  in  a  literary  sense  to  be. 
Master  State  Grange. 

Worthy  Secretary  : — 

You  ask  who  are  eligible  to  mem^ 
bership  in  the  Grange.  In  reply,  I 
have  to  advise  that  I  consider  that 
the  Grange  was  intended  to  be  a 
farmers'  organization.  It  is  my 
earnest  desire  that  it  shall  always  be 
kept  such  and  that  this  State  shall 
not  follow  any  leadership  that  will 
take  it  away  from  its  original  anchor- 
age. We  are  told  that  certain  States 
do  not  confine  their  membership  In 
this    way   and    that    by   admitting   th© 
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pi'ofe&sional  man  and  the  society 
woman  of  the  towns  a,nd  cities  that 
they  have  built  up  a  large  member- 
ship. We  prefer  that  the  Grange  in 
Pennsylvania  shall  speak  particularly 
for  agriculture  as  it  is  recognized  that 
our  membership  here  all  have  a  com- 
mon, absorbing  interest,  and  that  in- 
terest is  Agriculture.  Membership 
should  not  be  given  to  any  whose  in- 
terests conflict  with  Agriculture. 

That  we  do  not  need  to  look  out- 
side the  boundaries  of  our  own  State 
to  learn  successfml  methods  for 
Grange  extension  and  growth  is  indi- 
■cated  by  the  records  of  the  office  of 
:the  "Secretary  of  the  National  Grange 
which  shows  that  of  the  sixty-one 
^Granges  organized  and  re-organized 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  over  one- 
ifourth  of  those  established  in  the 
United  States  were  established  in 
Pennsylvania.  Rather  than  follow  a 
Ceadership  that  would  produce  a 
mixed  membership  of  all  kinds  of 
businesses,  professions,  and  interests, 
we    choose    to    continue   to    follow    the 


declaration  of  purposes  which  Brother 
Kelly  and  his  colleagues  set  forth 
when  they  established  the  Order  : 

"Outside  Co-Operation — 6.  Ours 
being  particularly  a  farmers'  in- 
stitution, we  cannot  admit  all  to 
our  ranks.  Many  are  excluded 
by  nature  of  our  organization, 
not  because  they  are  professional 
men  or  artisans,  or  laborers,  but 
because  they  have  not  a  sufficient 
direct  interest  in  tilling  the  soil, 
or  may  have  some  interest  in  con- 
flict with  our  purposes.  But  we 
appeal  to  all  good  citizens  for 
their  cordial  co-operation  to  assist 
in  our  efforts  toward  reform,  that 
we  may  eventually  remove  from 
our  midst  the  last  vestige  of  ty- 
ranny   and    corruption."

STATE    GRANGE   LIFE    INSURANCE. 

STOCK?    MUTUAL?    ASSESSMENT? 


N  OUR  FIRST  article  in  the 
March  number,  we  took  up 
particularly  the  question  of 
a  stock  life  insurance  com- 
pany. The  matter  of  or- 
ganizing a  stock  life  insurance  com- 
pany is  a  much  bigger  undertaking 
than  to  organize  either  a  niutual  or 
an  assessment  company.  As  a  com- 
promise we  mentioned  the  feasibility 
of  organizing  an  assessment  company 
on  a  stock  basis.  We  took  up  the 
stock  proposition  first,  as  at  that  time 
we  did  not  think  that  the  individual 
members  of  the  Grange  would  want  to 
put  up  the  necessary  money  to  or- 
ganize a  mutual  company  without 
having  a  groat  deal  more  confidence 
in  tlie  proposition  that  we  v/ould  be 
able  to  instill  into  them  in  the  limited 
time  at  oui'  disposal.  However, 
since  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
remain  in  cl().se  touch  with  the  or- 
ganization for-  several  months  past, 
and     to    show     the     fea.sibilitv     of    our 


plans,  we  are  going  to  suggest  your 
careful  consideration  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  an  old  line  mutual  life  com- 
pany. So  far  as  the  final  results 
are  concerned,  they  would  be  the 
same  in  our  case  whether  the  com- 
pany was  a  stock  company  or  a 
mutual  company.  In  tlie  former  case 
our  members  would  draw  dividends 
as  policy  holders,  but  for  a  smaller 
amount  than  they  would  in  a  mutual 
company,  as  it  would  be  necessary  to 
lay  aside  a  fixed  sum  each  year  to 
be  paid  as  dividends  on  the  capital 
stock.  These  stock  dividends  would 
be  paid  to  policy  holders  since  only 
policy  holders  would  hold  stock.  They 
would  participate  both  as  stock  hold- 
ers and  as  policy  holders,  and  there- 
fore all  of  the  profits  must  eventually 
find  their  way  to  the  pockets  of  the 
policy  holders. 

Looking  at  it  from  the  standpoint 
of  a  mutual  company,  the  profits  are 
just  as  great   as  in  a  stock  company. 
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It  is  true  that  there  are  no  stock 
holders  among  Grange  members  in 
such  a  case,  but  for  this  reason  their 
profits  as  policy  holders  are  increased 
by  just  that  amount  which  would  or- 
dinarily be  laid  aside  for  stock  divi- 
dends. One  argument  in  favor  of  a 
mutual  company  as  against  a  stock 
company  is  the  fact  that  if  a  policy 
holder  should  allow  his  policy  to 
lapse  in  a  stock  company,  he  would 
still  be  dratving  dividends  as  a  stock 
holder,  which  is  not  the  intention  or 
idea  of  our  company,  as  we  want  only 
the  continuous  contributors  to  the 
finances  of  the  company  to  make 
profits  out  of  the  company.  Another 
point  is  that  a  mutual  company  can 
be  organized  with  a  much  smaller 
amount  of  money  than  a  stock  com- 
pany, as  only  $6  0,000  is  required  to  be 
paid  in.  However,  this  amount  must 
be  by  voluntary  contribution  from 
proposed  insurants,  and  therefore,  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  organize 
an  assessment  company  and  sell  stock 
in  a  mutual  company  to  be  formed  for 
the  simple  reason  that  there  can  be 
no  stock  in  a  mutual  company. 

If  our  members  will  give  their 
assistance  and  their  means  to  the  or- 
ganizing of  a  mutual  company,  it  can 
be  done  more  expeditiously  and  more 
advantageously  than  by  organizing  a 
stock  company.  The  question  is,  will 
they  do  it  ?  We  wish  to  point  to  a 
small  but  progressive  company  which 
was  organized  twenty  years  ago  as  a 
mutual  company,  and  which  has  given 
large  returns  to  policy  holders. 
Their  plan  of  operation  is  exactly  that 
which  has  been  outlined  by  us.  The 
company  is  doing  business  upon  a 
4  per  cent,  reserve  basis,  and  there- 
fore operates  upon  a  very  low  prem- 
ium rate.  It  is  paying  an  annual 
dividend  of  20  per  cent,  guaranteed 
each  year,  and  is  thus  furnishing  in- 
surance for  just  80  per  cent,  of  what 
other  companies  are  charging.  In 
addition  to  the  annual  dividend  of  20 
per  cent.,  there  is  also  an  accumulat- 
ed dividend  paid  at  the  end  of  the 
policy  period,,  which  represents  every- 
thing in  the  way  of  profits  to  policy 
holders  in  excess  of  the  20  per  cent, 
deduction  each  year.  The  idea  is  to 
have    a    company    organized    upon    a 


legitimate  basis  which  furnishes  in- 
surance for  the  least  outlay  of  cash, 
and  which  secures  the  largest  possible 
returns  to  its  policy  holders  to  be 
paid  them  in  addition  to  the  annual 
reduction  of  20  per  cent.  The  com- 
pany referred  to  is  the  Royal  Union 
Mutual  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and 
they  stand  as  an  example  of  what  may 
be  accomplished  by  a  company  man- 
aged solely  in  and  for  the  interests  of 
its  policy  holders.  We  can  secure 
from  the  Royal  Union  all  of  their  data 
and  figures  by  which  to  make  up  our 
rates  and  policy  forms,  and  thu»  save 
a  large  amount  of  expense.  The  Roy- 
al Union  does  not  object  to  honest 
competition,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
they  are  glad  to  encourage  it,  feelingf 
sure  that  the  more  good  companies 
we  have  in  the  fields  the  better  we  will 
be  able  to  drive  out  those  companies 
which  have  diverted  into  other  chan- 
nels the  legitimate  profits  of  their 
policy  holders.  The  insurance  busi- 
ness in  general  could  not  possibly 
have  a  stronger  advocate  than  a 
pleased  policy  holder.  If  the  right 
kind  of  insurance  is  sold  by  the  cona- 
panies  operating  in  this  field,  the  de- 
mand for  insurance  will  be  largely  in- 
creased and  will  supersede  other 
forms  of  investment,  because  it  is  the 
safest  and  nrkost  desirable  mediuna 
for  handling  of  trust  funds. 

If  the  members  of  the  Grange  will 
do  their  part,  we  will  do  ours,  and  we 
will  undertake  to  effect  their  organiza- 
tion for  them  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  will  profit  by  the  long  and  ex- 
pensive experience  of  other  com- 
panies. If  the  special  committee  oa 
life  insurance  would  like  to  make  a 
trip  to  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  order  to 
look  fully  into  the  plans  and  meth- 
ods of  the  Royal  Union,  the  company 
would  welcome  them  there  at  any- 
time, and  would  take  great  pleasure 
in  giving  them  lots  of  valuable  in- 
formation. We  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  this  matter  be  brought 
before  the  committee. 

As  to  the  third  and  last  manner  in 
w^ljich  a  company  may  be  organized, 
viz  :  as  an  assessment  company,  we 
will  say  that  such  a  company  would 
be  valuable  only  for  the  purpose 
stated  in  our  former  adticle,   because 
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it  would  be  the  reverse  of  wise  to  at- 
tempt the  organization  of  a  life  in- 
surance company  to  remain  per- 
manently upon  the  assessment  plan. 
Such  a  course  in  fire  insurance  is  per- 
fectly proper  and  correct  and  has  met 


with  a  great  deal  of  success.  The 
matter  of  life  insurance,  however,  is 
entirely  different  from  fire  insurance, 
and  the  plan  could  not  be  operated 
successfully.

Zoological  Committee  Work. 

HAVE  BEEN  requested  by 
Brother  Hill  to  write  an 
article  for  Grange  News 
about  the  work  of  the  Zoo- 
logical Committee  of  Tioga 
County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  30. 
There  is  a  reluctance  on  my  part  to 
write  upon  this  subject  because  the 
iield  is  so  large  and  my  experience  so 
limited  that  I  can  not  do  it  justice. 
^Nevertheless,  I  will  make  an  opening 
for  those  better  qualified  to  carry  it 
on. 

That  word  "Zoological"  is  perhaps 
-a  hard  one  for  us  little  folks  to 
'Climb  over.  In  earlier  life  somehow 
it  became  associated  in  my  mind 
with  the  elephant,  hippopotamus, 
giraffe,  and  the  big  things  of  nature, 
and  like  so  many  others,  I  have  found 
it  hard  to  bring  the  fly,  ant,  bug, worm, 
etc.,  under  its  heading.  To-day  this 
prejudice  has  been  overcome  and  I 
just  begin  to  realize  that  there  is 
nothing  small  in  God's  universe.  I 
look  into  the  branches  of  an  apple 
tree  and  notice  the  slightest  appear- 
ance of  a  web  and  the  nest  of  the 
worm.  It  is  small  and  amounts  to 
nothing  in  my  sight,  and  I  leave  it 
alone.  In  the  garden  little  yellow 
clusters  of  eggs  appear  on  the  under 
side  of  the  potato  leaf  and  are  careless- 
ly overlooked.  A  few  days  later  the 
apple  tree  has  been  stripped  of  its 
foliage  by  the  little  worm,  and  the 
potato  bugs  have  grown  and  de- 
stroyed the  vines.  Again,  a  tree  that 
appeared  so  thrifty  but  recently  is 
dying,  and  examination  reveals  that 
pest  of  the  fruit  growers,  the  San 
Jose  Scale,  an  insect  so  small  that 
none    but    a    trained    eye    can    detect 


its    presence    without   the    aid    of    the 
magnifying  glass. 

So  I  urge  you,  dear  reader,  try  to 
forget  the  word,  but  think  what  the 
Division  of  Zoology  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Department  of  Pennsylvania 
means  to  we  all.  As  I  understand  it 
to-day,  it  is  learning  the  life  history 
of  every  animal,  bird,  reptile,  and 
insect  within  our  State  and  being  able 
to  tell  the  beneficial  and  aid  in  their 
preservation,  as  well  as  to  know  the 
injurious  and  aid  in  their  destruction. 

Our  committee  in  Tioga  County  has 
been  working  with  Prof.  H.  A.  Sur- 
fact  for  a  little  over  a  year.  We  be- 
gun by  collecting  sf)ecimens  and 
sending  them  to  him.  Birds  found 
dead,  snakes,  turtles,  lizards,  insects, 
etc.,  were  sent  in  as  collected.  As 
we  became  better  acquainted  with 
him  and  the  possibilities  of  the  work, 
we  sent  specimens  of  about  every- 
thing new  to  us,  and  asked  questions 
about  them.  In  this  way  we  have  on 
several  occasions  been  able  to  save  the 
lives  of  insects  that  were  helping  to 
save  our  property,  while  we  in  our 
ignorance  had  before  been  killing 
them  under  the  belief  that  they  were 
doing  us  harm. 

Prom  this  beginning  the  interest 
has  grown  until  we  are  this  year  mak- 
ing a  special  study  of  plant  life. 
Eight  hundred  packets  of  vegetable 
and  flower  seeds  were  distributed  in 
the  spring  and  at  our  September  Po- 
mona meeting  an  exhibit  of  vegetables 
and  flowers  will  be  given  and  prizes 
awarded  for  essays  and  specimens. 

It  is  also  our  aim  to  interest  every 
ftchool  teacher  in  the  county  in  na- 
ture study  and  we  hope  In  this  way 
to   have   the  boys  and  girls   early  be- 
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gin  to  know  something  of  the  animal 
^nd  plant  life  all  around  them. 

For  the  past  month  we  Tiave  been 
watching  for  the  appearance  of  the 
■seventeen-year  locust,  which  came  to 
our  county  on  freight  and  passenger 
trains.  The  members  of  every 
Orange  In  our  county  are  urged  to  re- 
port the  first  appearance  of  any  pest 
and  steps  are  at  once  taken  to  prevent 
its  spread. 

As  organized,  we  have  a  Pomona 
Grange  committee  of  three.living  near 
together  in  order  to  allow  frequent 
itieetings  without  expense  of  time  and 
money  in  traveling.  This  committee 
with  the  Pomona  Master  appoints  a 
member  to  assist  In  each  Grange.  The 
Pomona  committees  is  at  present 
E.  R.  Mulford,  F.  S.  Andrews,  and 
I.  G.  Stone.      The  first  two  belong  to 


Wellsboro  Grange  and  the  latter  to 
Middle  Ridge  In  Delmar  Township. 
Any  member  of  this  committee  will 
gladly  answer  any  questions  relating 
to  the  work. 

The  importance  of  this  work  haa 
Just  begun  to  manifest  itself  to  us. 
We  are  beginning  to  see  the  necessity 
of  knowing  the  enemies  we  must 
fight  in  order  to  reap  the  full  benefit 
of  our  toll  in  raising  crops.  Fellow 
Patrons  of  Peainsylvanla,  the  members 
of  Tioga  County  urge  you  to  Join  with 
them  in  this  work,  so  that  we  may  all 
enjoy  better  returns  for  the  labor 
done,  as  well  as  for  the  benefit  to 
be  derived  from  knowing  more  of  the 
wonderful   nature   about  us.

The  Parcels  Post. 

The  deflciency  of  fifteen  million 
dollars  in  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment for  the  current  year,  as  all 
parties  agree,  is  owing  to  the  exten- 
sion of  the  rural   delivery. 

When  the  rural  delivery  carriers 
were  allowed  to  carry  all  kinds  of 
packages  on  their  own  account,  and 
thereby  accommodate  and  serve  the 
people  along  their  routes,  there  was 
only  a  very  small  deflciency.  And 
even  this  deflciency  could  have  been 
avoided,  if  we  had  paid  only  a  fair 
and  just  rate  to  the  railroads  for 
handling  mail  cars. 

When  the  order  was  issued  that 
rural  carriers  should  not  carry  pack- 
ages that  were  not  stamped,  the 
government  had  to  pay  the  carriers 
more  money. 

We  have  largely  taken  away  their 
usefulness  by  limiting  the  size  of  the 
package  they  shall  carry. 

The  law  positively  forbids  any  car- 
rier delivering  a  package  that  weighs 
over  four  pounds,  unless  this  package 
has   come  across     the     sea,   in   which 


case  some  foreign  government  has  re- 
ceived the  whole  pay  for  carrying  and 
delivering  the   parcel. 

The  reason  there  is  a  post  office  de- 
ficiency is,  because  we  have  a  Captain 
Kidd  law  to  the  effect  that  no  package 
weighing  over  four  pounds  shall  go 
through  the  mails. 

There  is  a  pleasantry  to  the  effect 
that  laws  exist  only  through  the  con- 
sent of  the  governed.  This  refusal 
on  the  part  of  the  post  office  to  carry 
packages  weighing  over  four  pounds 
is  against  the  positive  desire  of  most 
of  the  people.  It  is  solely  for  the 
benefit  and  in  the  interests  of  the  ex- 
press companies. 

iSuppose  the  government  should  Is- 
sue an  order  that  no  man  ride  in  his 
own  wagon  on  penalty,  nor  should  he 
carry  packages  excepting  of  a  certain 
size  and  weight  !  Well,  that  is  ex- 
actly what  is  happening  now;  the 
carriers,  paid  by  the  people,  daily 
cover  the  routes  by  wagons  and  on 
foot,  and  the  express  companies  dic- 
tate what  they  shall  carry,  forbidding 
them    to    serve    the    people    who    em- 
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ploy   them  as  the  people   desire. 

Who  has  the  fifteen  million  dollar 
deficit  ? 

I  will  just  say  here  that  if  you 
search  Tom  Piatt,  Sam  Spencer  and 
Col.  Harrison  you  will  find  some  good- 
ly   rolls   of  it. 

The  post  offlce  department  exists 
for  the  people,  we  are  told.  The  real 
fact  is  that  to  a  great  degree  it  ex- 
ists for  the  railroads  who  handle  the 
mail  cars,  and  great  care  is  also 
shown  not  to  interfere  with  the  ex- 
press companies,  which  are  owned  by 
the  same  men  who  own  the  railroads. 

Give  us  the  parcels  post  and  there 
will  be  no  post  office  department  de- 
ficit. 

And  the  w-ay  to  get  the  parcels 
post  is  to  vote  -only  for  Congressmen 
who  are  pledged  in  favor  of  it,  and 
who  remember  that  pledge  in  Wash- 
ington, and  use  their  influence  to 
bring  it  about.  The  men  who  own 
the  express  companies  are  not  bad 
men — they  are  very  much  like  our- 
selves. If  we  had  our  tentacles  upon 
the  juicy  graft  we  would  not  let  go 
until  we  had  to.  Man  justifies  him- 
self in  everything  he  does,  and  so 
Brother  Piatt  probably  thinks  that 
the  express  companies  are  celestial  ar- 
rangements sent  by  Providence  to 
serve  the  people.  To  help  keep  us 
quiet  Tom  sends  us  garden  seeds  by 
mail  (not  express)  every  spring.  We 
sell  our  birthright  for  a  mess  of  pars- 
nips. 

Write  your  Congressman  to-day  and 
tell  him  that  there  would  be  no  post 
office  deficit  if  we  had  a  parcels  post 
similar  to  that  now  in  use  in  Switzer- 
land, England,  Germany,  and  France. 
— The  Philistine. 


What  Law  Can  Do. 

What  anti-trust  law^s  can  be  made 
to  do  if  properly  enforced  is  evidenc- 
ed in  Arkansas.  The  International 
Harvester  Company  has  just  agreed  to 
plead  guilty  to  two  violations  of  that 
statute  and  to  pay  two  fines  of  $10,- 
000  each,  as  well  as  all  the  costs. 
This  concern  put  in  a  contract  with 
its  agents  a  clause  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  any  goods  made  by  competing 
firms,  and  this  is  an  out  and  out  vio- 
lation of  the  anti-trust  statute  in  that 
State.  Prosecution  was  commenced 
and  the  defendants,  deciding  that  dis- 
cretion i.g  the  better  part  of  valor, 
have    concluded   to    plead    guilty   and 


pay  the  fine.  That  serves  as  a  statut- 
ory lesson  to  others  tempted  as  they 
were.  The  State  treasury  is  enriched 
by  $20,000,  and  violations  of  this  law 
will  hereafter  be  fewer  and  further 
between.  Really,  these  are  trouble- 
some times  for  the  trusts. 


NEW  LINE  FENCE  LAW. 


It  is  not  generally  known  that  dur- 
ing the  session  of  tlie  Legislature  of 
1905  a  law  was  passed  wehreby  one 
party  to  a  line  fence  along  improved 
and  occupied  land  can  compel  the 
other  party  to  build  his  share  of  the 
fence  as  the  case  may  be.  The  act 
is  on  file  in  the  prothonotary's  office. 

Where  a  party  interested  in  such 
line  fence  has  his  own  fence  in  good 
repair  and  his  neighbor  refuses  to 
build  or  repair  his  share,  he  goes  to 
the  auditors  who  are  required  to  ex- 
amine the  fence  and  the  need  of  it. 
If  they  find  the  complaint  well 
founded,  they  report  the  same  to  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  who  is  required 
to  give  the  failing  parties  notice  to 
repair  or  build  the  fence  within  forty 
days.  Provided  that  no  one  shall  be 
compelled  to  build  or  repair  fence 
during  December,  January,  Febru- 
ary or  March.  If  he  does  not  make 
the  repairs,  the  other  '^arty  may  do  it 
and  collect  the  cost  of  it. 

If  the  auditors  find  that  the  fence 
is  in  good  repair,  or  that  no  fence  is 
needed,  then  no  action  is  taken.  In 
either  case  the  auditors  are  to  re- 
ceive two  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  by 
the  party  whom  they  find  at  fault. 

This  law  was  approved  April  14th, 
1905. 


Watch  the  Candidates. 

Farmers  should  watch  every  can- 
didates for  the  State  and  National  Leg- 
islatures. No  farmer  should  vote 
for  any  candidate  who  will  not  say 
whether  he  will  vote  for  or  against 
the  interests  of  the  farmers.  In  the 
State  the  farmers  need  to  watch 
closely  every  candidate  for  the  Leg- 
islature. Many  men  elected  by  farm- 
ers turn  round  and  vote  to  hurt  the 
farmers  by  passing  fool  game  laws, 
fool  road  laws  and  other  fool  laws 
that  simply  hurt  the  farmers  without 
benefiting  anybody  else.  Put  the 
Grange  Interrogatories  to  them  and 
find  out  how  they  stand.  If  they  do 
not  propose  to  stand  by  you,  then 
don't  stand  by  them.  Farmers  must 
learn  to  protect  ther  own  interests  by 
the  ballot. 
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Coming  Into  Their  Own. 

That    the    world    moves    must    be 
fully  apparent  to  the  least  observing. 
In    fact,    no    argument    is    needed    to 
show  that  it  is  moving  at  an  unprece- 
dented rate.  The  most  radical  reform- 
er  can  hardly  complain  at  the  pace. 
Scarcely  a  year  ago  wealth  seemed  to 
be    impregnable.       The   mere    posses- 
sion of  money  was  regarded  as  insur- 
ing a  man  in  his   position  no   matter 
how  much  his  interests  might  oppose 
the     general     welfare.       To-day     the 
richest    man    in    the    world    does    not 
dare  to  set  his  foot  within  the  bord- 
ers  of  his   own   State  for   fear  of  ar- 
rest on  the  criminal  charge  of  getting 
his  money  in  violation  of  law.      How 
long  since  men  who  organized  trusts, 
made  prices  and  rolled  in  wealth  had 
no      thought      of      being     accused    of 
wrong  doing,  but  regarded  themselves 
and  were  regarded  by  others  as  good 
citizen  ?   To-day  some    of  these   men 
are   looking  through   prison   bars  and 
others     are     fighting     desperately     to 
avoid   keeping   them   company.       The 
ecTioes    of    the    cry    of    socialism    and 
anarchy  against  the   man  who   dared 
to  say  that  the  bounties  of  nature  be- 
long to  the  whole  people  have  scarce- 
ly died  away  when  the  United  States 
Senate    passes  a   resolution    that    the 
coal  on  the  public  lands  shall  be  re- 
tained  by     the      government.       Until 
now  we  have  fhought  that  the  great 
corporations  could  do  as  they  pleased 
and    there    was    no    help    for    it,    but 
Congress    has    commanded    the    rail- 
roads to   get  out  of  the  coal   mining 
business  and  the  great  city  dailies  are 
cautioning    those    who    shall    handle 
the  coal  in  the  future  that  they  must 
do   it   with   due   regard  to   the   public 
welfare    or   the    people    will    take    the 
coal  fields  themselves. 

And  what  is  the  cause  of  this  great 
awakening  ?  Have  the  wealthy  and 
the  powerful  suddenly  become  pos- 
sessed of  the  desire  to  do  right  ? 
There  is  little  evidence  of  it.  Re- 
forms are  not  handed  down  from 
those  in  hig'h  places.  They  are  con- 
jceded  only  to  the  persistent  demands 


of  the  masses.  People  are  thinking 
on  social,  economic  and  political 
questions  as  they  have  never  done 
before.  The  thinking  results  in  united 
action.  It  is  this  that  is  heard  and 
heeded  by  the  powers  that  be.  Jus- 
tice will  some  day  be  fully  enthroned 
but  much  must  yet  be  done  before 
the  coronation.  It  is  the  privilege  of 
every  one  to  Tielp  to  hasten  the  time. 
He  can  do  it  best  by  joining  hands 
with  those  who  are  working  in  the 
same  line.  We  of  the  farm  are  doing 
our  share  through  the  Grange.  Fel- 
low farmer,  outside  of  the  Grange, 
again  are  we  constrained  to  ask  what 
you  are  doing  ?  However  mucli 
you  may  be  doing,  could  you  not  do 
more  inside  ?

A  Prosperoua   Grange. 

Recently  at  Hawn's  Bridge,  Hunt- 
ingdon County,  the  Grangers  of  that 
place  administered  the  Fourth  De- 
gree to  twelve  new  members.  This 
Grange  started  off  three  years  ago 
with  24  members.  To-day  they  have 
an  enrollment  of  71.  Calvin  Grange 
sent  a  large  delegation  to  Hawn's 
last  Tuesday  night  and  at  the  banquet 
which  followed,  the  Degree  work,  150 
well  filled  plates  were  made  bare. 
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What  They  Sey  About  Us. 

There  are  11.3  more  people  engaged 
in  farming  than  in  any  other  pursuit 
and  they  constitute  37.7  per  cent,  of 
all  workers.  The  farmers'  ^hare  in 
the  national  wealth  Is  equally  con- 
spicuous and  surpasses  that  of  any 
other  separate  employment.  In  1900, 
farm  property  was  worth  $20,439,- 
000,000  of  the  total  of  $94,000,000,000, 
while  manufactures  have  $9,831,486,- 
500.  Our  population  is  about  one- 
sixth  of  Christendom,  yet  we  raise  one- 
eighth  of  the  food  and  one-half  of 
the  fibre  of  the  world.  Last  year  the 
total  exports  from  the  United  States 
were  $1,460,837,271;  $853,642,073  or 
almost  60  per  cent,  was  farm  pro- 
ducts. Altho  only  a  minor  portion  of 
that  which  is  produced  is  exported,  * 
yet  this  amount  is,  in  value,  practic- 
ally double  that  of  manufactures. 

In  all  ages  the  farmers  have  been 
the  steadying  forces  of  order  and  civ- 
ilization and  afforded  the  broadest 
guarantee  of  civil  and  religious  liber- 
ty. When  the  Republic  Is  fast  be- 
coming, rich  and  corrupt,  the  hope 
that  it  might  meet  with  the  decay 
and  destruction  which  followed  sim- 
ilar conditions  in  like  forms  of  gov- 
ernment in  other  times,  turivs  largely 
to  the  farmers.  Their  habits  of  life, 
the  equitable  distribution  of  wealth 
among  them,  their  lack  generally  of 
pecuniary  interest  in  governmental 
questions  which  might  affect  their 
judgment,  their  isolation  and  indi- 
viduality, the  absence  of  the  vagrant 
and  purchasable  population  always 
found  in  townst  and  cities,  and  their 
ownership  of  the  soil  with  the  fervent 
patriotism  which  it  inspires,  render 
farmers  as  a  class  free  from  corrup- 
tion and  degrading  political  influ- 
ences. Upon  none,  therefore,  do  the 
higher  duties  of  citizenship  devolve 
more  pressingly  and  thru  the  efforts 
of  none  can  greater  results  be  achiev- 
ed in  the  constantly  waging  battle  for 
good  government. 

Almost  all  classes  of  people  organ- 
ize readily.  Capitalists  experience  no 
trouble  in  getting  together  and  stick- 
ing. People  engaged  in  many  inter- 
ests smaller  than  those  which  amalga- 
mate to  farm  work  is  a  period  of 
greater  stress  than  a  month  would  be 


to  a  farmer,  yet  the  wage  earner  holds 
out  while  the  farmer  does  not.  A 
large  per  cent,  of  farmers  fail  to  rec- 
ognize that  there  are  class  interests 
as  well  as  those  of  individuals  to 
consider.  With  a  thoro  organization 
the  American  farmers  may  be  su- 
preme. 


Conscience  vs.  Partisan  Political  Pre- 
ferment. 

The  Governor  of  Kansas  tendered 
the  highest  office  within  his  gift  pow- 
er or  that  of  the  State  to  F.  D. 
Coburn,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
there,  when  he  appointed  him  recent- 
ly to  the  United  States  Senate.  Mr. 
Coburn  has  long  been  recognized  as 
an  able  man  and  has  been  identified 
with  the  farm  interests  there  for  a 
long  period  of  years.  The  appoint- 
ment was  declined,  Mr.  Coburn  saying 
in  effect. that  if  he  was  to  serve  the 
people  of  Kansas  he  preferred  to  do 
it  in  the  field  of  agriculture,  where 
he  was  well  trained,  rather  than  in 
the  field  of  partisan  politics.  Men 
of  the  stamp  of  this  man  are  rare. 
Men  who  are  broad  enough  and  true 
enough  to  agriculture  to  ignore  politi- 
cal preferment  in  order  that  they 
may  be  free  to  continue  to  serve  the 
farmers'  interests.  Such  men  are 
needed  in  the  United  States  Senate, 
they  are  needed  in  our  own  State  and 
we  hope  the  time  may  soon  come 
when  they  may  occupy  important  po- 
sitions in  the  affairs  of  State  and  Na- 
tion, when  they  will  be  untrammeled 
by  party  obligations  and  not  feel  com- 
pelled to  apologize  for  the  kind  of 
company  they  are  then  compelled  to 
keep.  The  trend  of  public  sentiment 
is  toward  this  end.  Politics  in  Penn- 
sylvania are  in  a  process  of  purifica- 
tion by  fire.  The  welfare  of  the 
'State  is  at  stake.  Let  nothing  sur- 
vive that  will  not  bear  the  test. 


Systematic  Work  of  McKean  County 
Pomona  Grange. 

The  Worthy  Lecturer  of  this  Po- 
mona Grange,  Sister  Mary  D.  Howden, 
Coryville,  has  prepared  the  program 
for  the  year  and  has  had  it  printed 
and   distributed     among     the  various 
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Granges  of  the  county.  Three  meet- 
ings are  to  be  held,  August  1,  October 
3  and  December  5,  respectively.  The 
place  of  meeting  is  left  blank  as  that 
will  be  determined  by  the  Pomona 
Grange  from  time  to  time.  This 
commends  itself  to  Pennsylvania 
Grange  News  and  we  submit  it  as  a 
movement  worthy  of  general  adoption. 
Grange  work  in  this  county  Is  very 
much  helped  through  the  Grange 
Notes  which  appear  regularly  in  the 
Bradford  Record,  under  the  charge 
of  Sister  Howden  and  Brother  Henry 
J.  Rice.  While  McKean  County  is 
comparatively  new  in  Grange  work, 
yet  the  membership  there  is  right  up 
to  snuff.

EMINENT    DOMAIN. 


>N  THE  JUNE  number  of 
Grange  news  I  dwelt  at 
length  with  the  subject  of 
The  Rights  of  Private 
Property,  the  purpose  be- 
ing to  show  that  all  property  is  held 
under  the  original  authority  of  the 
Commonwealth.  We  have  seen  that 
the  land  in  this  State  was  held  at  one 
time  by  the  Proprietors.  From  these 
proprietors    this    land    or    the    greater 


part  of  it  was  acquired  by  the  State, 
which  in  turn  conveyed  it,  under  the 
authority  of  various  acts  of  Assembly, 
to  the  individual  owners,  and  in  this 
way  it  has  come  down  to  the  present 
possessors. 

In  order  to  understand  correctly 
the  right  of  eminent  domain,  it  is 
necessary  that  we  have  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  authority  by  which 
we    own    anything.       And   the   central 
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idea  of  this  is  the  authority  of  the 
State,  under  which  and  through  which 
we  own  our  property,  and  which  pro- 
tects us  in  the  enjoyment  of  this 
ownership. 

But  while  through  this  authority 
we  own  and  absolutely  control  our 
property,  and  while  it  is  ours  in  every 
sense  of  the  term,  yet  we  hold  it  sub- 
ject to  a  public  user,  or  the  right  of 
the  State  to  retake  it  and  devote  it 
to  the  public  good,  and  this  is  the 
right  of  eminent  domain. 

I  quote  a  recognized  authority  when 
I  define  eminent  domain  as  "tTie 
right  of  a  nation  or  state  or  of  those 
to  whom  the  power  has  been  law- 
fully delegated  to  -condemn  private 
property  for  the  public  use  and  to  ap- 
propriate the  ownership  and  posses- 
sion of  such  property  for  such  use 
upon  paying  the  owner  a  due  com- 
pensation to  be  ascertained  according 
to  law." 

It  is  therefore  the  right  to  take 
private  property  lor  public  use,  and 
tliis  right  is  possessed  by  two  distinct 
classes  :  The  nation  or  state  is  one 
class,  and  "those  to  whom  the  power 
has  been  lawfully  delegated"  form  the 
other.  The  reason  for  the  possession 
of  this  right  by  these  two  classes  is 
the  same.but  the  means  by  which  they 
acquire  it  are  totally  different. 

Let  us  first  take  the  nation  or 
state,  which  I  will  term  inclusively. 
The  State.  This  is  the  fountain-head 
of  all  authority  and,  as  we  have  seen, 
the  fountain-head  of  all  property.  It 
holds  this  right  as  a  matter  of  course, 
and  without  any  constitutional  stipu- 
lation to  that  effect.  The  right  to 
use  any  property  for  the  public  good 
is  coeval  with  the  authority  of  the 
government  itself.  It  belongs  to  The 
State  by  inherent  right,  and,  although 
the  constitution  and  the  laws  as  a 
whole  might  be  silent  upon  the  sub- 
ject, The  State  would  still  possess  It 
In  its  full  vigor.  Wherever  it  is 
mentioned  in  a  constitution, it  is  mere- 
ly for  the  purpose  of  declaring  the 
existence  of  the  right,  not  of  confer- 
ing  it.  And  no  legislative  enactment 
can  add  anything  to  the  power  of 
The  State  in  this  respect. 

The  constitution  Of  Pennsylvania 
does  not  attempt  to  confer  this  power 


upon  The  State,  and  if  that  document 
were  entirely  silent  upon  the  subject 
The  State  would  possess  the  right  in 
as  great  potency  and  permanence  as  it 
does  now.  With  respect  to  the  power 
as  possessed  by  The  State  section  3  of 
article  XV  says  :  "The  exercise  of  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  shall  never 
be  abridged  or  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  General  Assembly  from  tak- 
ing the  property  and  franchises  of  in- 
corporated companies,  and  subjecting 
them  to  public  use,  the  same  as  the 
property  of  individuals."  Here  the 
idea  was  to  prevent  the  abridgement 
of  the  power  by  act  of  Assembly,  to 
prevent  the  granting  of  a  charter  or 
franchise  that  would  in  the  future  set 
at  naught  the  power  of  eminent  do- 
main. But  this  seems  to  have  been 
a  needless  provision,  for  this  power  is 
so  necessary  and  inseparable  a  part  of 
government  that  the  government  itself 
cannot  put  it  away.  A  legislature 
cannot  divest  itself  of  the  power, 
much  less  can  it  strip  it  from  any 
subsequent  legislative  body.  And  so- 
whatever  contract  the  State  may 
make  with  a  corporation,  wha'^ever 
franchise  it  may  bestow,  The  State 
will  still  have  the  power  under  emi- 
nent domain  to  annul  the  contract  or 
take  back  the  franchise,  if  the  public 
wellfare  demands  such  action.  And 
it  could  do  this  by  the  power  inher- 
ent in  it,  if  the  Constitution  were 
wholly  silent  upon  the  subject. 

The  other  class,  referred  to  above, 
is  "those  to  whom  the  power  has  been 
lawfully  delegated."  The  State  has 
the  right  as  a  necessary  incident  to 
its  very  existence,  but  all  others  have 
the  right  by  express  delegation  from 
The  State.  This  class  seems  to  be 
confined  to  public  corporations,  or  to 
corporations  that  have  for  their  ob- 
ject some  service  which  will  benefit  or 
at  least  serve  the  public. 

We  saw  in  a  former  article  that 
corporations  are  creatures  of  The 
State.  They  are  quasi  persons, 
which  owe  their  existence  to  legislat- 
ive enactment.  Formerly,  it  was 
necessary,  in  order  to  form  a  cor- 
poration, to  have  passed  a  special  act 
of  Assembly  clothing  a  body  of  indi- 
viduals with  the  powers  to  carry  on- 
the    business    contemplated.       And    in- 
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this  way  some  of  the  greatest  corpor- 
ate bodies  of  the  State  have  obtained 
their  charters,  notable  among  them 
being  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
which  was  created  oy  the  legislature 
of  1846.  But  the  legislature  has 
-since  passed  general  laws  under  which 
the  proper  officer  of  the  government 
may  issue  charters  upon  the  proper 
compliance  with  the  laws. 

But,  however,  the  corporation  may 
be  formed,  whether  by  special  act  of 
Assembly  ,or  under  general  laws  re- 
lating to  corporations,  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  must  be  delegated  by 
express  words  or  by  necessary  impli- 
cation. The  charter  of  a  corporation 
or  the  law  under  which  It  is  formed 
must  be  constructed  strictly  in  this 
respect,  and  whenever  there  it  a  doubt 
as  to  the  intention  of  the  legislature 
the  courts  hold  that  the  corporation 
■does  not  possess  the  power.  In  other 
words,  the  legislature,  intending  to 
delegate  this  great  power  to  a  cor- 
poration, must  say  so  in  words  that 
leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  intention. 

This  case  can  be  illustrated  by 
-quoting  and  comparing  the  words  of 
•acts  Which  the  courts  say  do  and  do 
not  delegate  the  power.  The  act  of 
1889  and  its  supplements  permit  the 
chartering  of  roads  for  the  carrying 
of  passengers  "by  any  power  other 
than  by  locomotive,"  and  this  is  the 
foun  whence  springs  the  elec- 
tric railroads,  which  have  neither  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  nor  the  privi- 
lege of  carrying  freight,  as  the  laws 
Tiave  so  far  been  framed  under  the 
influence  of  the  steam  railroad  inter- 
ests. This  act  of  18  89  says  that  cor- 
porations under  it  s'hall  have  among 
others  the  power  "to  hold,  purchase 
and  convey,  subject  to  existing  laws, 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the 
purposes  of  the  corporation  shall  re- 
quire." The  courts  have  held  that 
these  words  do  not  give  the  power  of 
eminent  domain. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  law  for  the 
formation  of  natural  gas  companies, 
passed  in  188  5  gives  the  corporations 
formed  under  it  the  power  "to  hold, 
purchase,  maintain,  lease,  mortgage, 
sell,  and  transfer  such  real  estate — as 
the  purposes  of  the  corporation  re- 
ctuire,    and    the    right    to    enter    upon. 


take  and  occupy  such  lands,  ease- 
ments and  other  property  as  may  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  laying  Its 
pipes  for  transporting  and  distrib- 
uting gas."  And  in  practically  the 
same  words  the  general  railroad  act 
of  1849  authorizes  the  president  and 
directors  of  a  company  to  determine 
the  route  of  the  proposed  road  and  "to 
enter  upon  and  into,  and  occupy  all 
land"  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  road,  its  depots,  warehouses, 
offices,  toll  houses,  engines  and  water 
stations,  and  other  buildings  and  ap- 
purtenances. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  that  the 
legislature  give  the  corporation  the 
power  to  enter  upon,  take  and  occupy 
property,  and  unless  it  does  this  there 
is  no  power  of  eminent  domain  in  the 
corporation. 

This  then  is  the  meaning  of  the 
term  eminent  domain,  and  the  source 
from  which  it  springs  is  the  govern- 
ment, which  possesses  the  right  inher- 
ently in  perpetuity  and  can  delegate 
it  to  public  corporations  with  what- 
ever restrictions  it  chooses  to  impose. 

It  should  therefore  be  borne  in 
mind  that  eminent  domain,  though  in 
derogation  of  private  right,  is  still 
a  powerful  safeguard  of  the  public 
wellfare.  The  conscientious  citizen  of 
the  commonwealth  should  not  cry  out 
against  it,  even  when  his  own  property 
is  encroached  upon,  for  it  is  the  power 
which  the  State,  of  which  he  is  a 
part,  wields  for  the  public  good. 
And,  unless  corrupted,  it  can  be 
wielded  for  no  other  purpose.  The 
courts  have  held  that  "the  right  of 
eminent  domain  can  be  exercised  only 
when  an  existing  public  need  Is  to  be 
supplied  or  some  present  public  ad- 
vantage to  be  gained,"  and  "not  with 
a  view  to  contingent  results,  depend- 
ent on  the  success  of  a  projected 
speculation." 

The  extent  of  the  power  for  the 
public  good  is  almost  boundless.  Cor- 
porate franchise  may  be  taken,  as  I 
have  before  said;  the  bridge  of  a  cor- 
poration may  be  taken  for  public  use 
and  made  a  free  bridge.  But  the 
enormous  extent  of  the  power  was 
best  expressed  in  the  following  words 
of  Justice  Sharswood  of  the  Supreme 
Court  :    "It    seems    to    me    that   there 
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rniay  be  occasions  in  which  money  may 

be  taken  by  the  State  in  exercise  of 

Its  transcendental     right     of  eminent 

domain.      Suoh  would  be  the  case  of  a 

-pressing  and  immediate  necessity,  as 

in  the  event   of  invasion  by  a  public 

•enemy,    or    some    great    calamity,    as 

famine    or      pestilence,      contributions 

could  be  levied  on  banks,  corporations 

•  or    individuals.       The      obligation      of 

compensation  is  not  immediate.      It  Is 

required  only  that  provision  should  be 

made      for      compensation      in      the 

^future."

Sister  Rhone  Has  Left  Us. 

Sister  Mary  A.  Rhone  died  at  her 
'home  in  Centre  Hall,  Sunday  after- 
noon, July  8,  after  an  illness, which  be- 
gan more  than  two  years  ago  when 
organic  diseases  developed.  She  was 
an  inmate  of  the  German  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  for  a  time,  but  the  re- 
lief was  only  of  a  temporary  charac- 
ter. Mrs.  Rhone  was  able  to  be  about 
the  most  of  the  time  since  her  first 
.illness,  but  never  fully  recovered.  She 
was  suddenly  seized  with  pneumonia. 


Wewnesday,   which   terminated  in  her 
death  a  few  days  later. 

Mrs.  Rhone  was  the  last  surviving 
daughter  of  James  and  Rebecca  San- 
key,  deceased,  of  Potter  Mills.  Thomas 
Sankey,  the  great-grand-father,  set- 
tled on  the  Sankey  homestead  in  Pot- 
ter Township,  some  years  prior  to 
1794,  but  not  as  an  owner.  His  sons, 
Jeremiah  and  Thomas,  Jr.,  (the  for- 
mer grand-father  of  Mrs.  Rhone)  pur- 
chased the  property  in  1802.  from  the 
executors  of  General  James  Potter. 
It    was    here    that    Mrs.    Rhone    was 
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barn,  and  the  old  family  home  was 
visited  by  her  the  last  time  she  was 
away  from  Centre  Hall.  The  only 
surviving  members  of  the  Sankey 
family  are  two  brothers,  Dr.  James  W. 
Sankey.of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  Hon. 
Robert  A.  Sankey,  of  Wichita,  Kan. 
The  latter  was  at  the  bedside  of  his 
sister   at    the    time    of    her    death. 

The  marriag-e  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  to  Mr.  Rhone  took  place  in 
1864.  Their  home  was  "Rhoney- 
mede,"  a  beautiful  homestead  west  of 
Centre  Hall,  until  a  few  years  ago, 
when  they  became  residents  of  Centre 
Hall.  Mrs.  Rhone  was  domestic  in 
habits,  and  when  not  engaged  in 
church  work  or  work  connected  with 
social  orders,  she  was  always  found 
at  home  in  company  with  her  daugh- 
ters. Misses  Mae  V.  and  Florence  S. 
Before  marriage,  Mrs.  Rhone  became 
a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  continued  her  membership  in  that 
religious  body  to  the  end. 

She  was  a  charter  member  of  Pro- 
gress Grange,  instituted  in  1874.  She 
was  a  delegate  to  the  National 
Grange  for  eighteen  years,  and  was 
Ceres  of  the  Assembly  of  Demeter,  the 
highest  court  in  that  order.  For  a 
period  of  eight  years  she  was  Lady 
Steward  of  the  State  Grange,  while 
her  husband  was   Master. 

The  last  large  Grange  function 
which  she  attended  was  in  the  beauti- 
ful hall  of  her  home  Grange,  June 
15,  upon  the  occasion  of  fhe  special 
Sixth  Degree  session  held  there.  All 
of  the  Degrees  up  to  and  including  the 
Sixth  were  given  in  a  most  impres- 
sive manner  and  it  was  a  great  com- 
fort to  her  to  be  able  to  be  present 
part  of  the  time  and  enjoy  again  the 
work  she  loved  so  well. 

The  funeral  on  Wednesday  was  a 
large  and  sad  one.  By  request  the 
Grange  burial  ceremony  was  used, 
and  participated  in  by  State  Master 
Hill,  State  Chaplain  Rev.  Johnson  and 
other  officials  of  the  State  Organiza- 
tion, and  pastor  Rev.  Mcllnay. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Mcllnay,  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  was  the  min- 
ister in  charge.  He  was  assisted  by 
Rev.  James  W.  Boal,  Dr.  W.  H. 
'Schuyler,  Rev.  J.  M.  Rearick  and  Rev. 
J.  M.  Johnson. 


Among   the    many   personal    friends- 
who    came    to    pay    their    last    tribute- 
were  :     Master    State    Grange,    W.    F.

Doctor    Atherton    Pussies    Away. 

Dr.   George  W.   Atherton,   for  twen- 
ty-four  years  President   of   the   Penn- 
sylvania   State     College,     died    at    his 
home  at  the  College  on  the  24th,  and 
the  funeral  services  were  held  on  the- 
27th,  at  5  p.  m.      While  his  death  was - 
not  unexpected,  yet     the     educational 
world    is   awakened    to    the    fact    that, 
because    of   his    departure    it   has    lost, 
a  brilliant  worker. and  leader.      A  bril- 
liant  and  brainy  man,   possessed  of  a  . 
large    heart,    he    never    failed    to    im- 
press   his    personality    upon    all    with, 
whom   he    came   in   contact.       Ever   a 
man  among  men  and  a  tireless  worker 
the    results    he    achieved    seem    to    be 
almost   too   great   to   be    embraced    in  • 
the   span  of     a     single     lifetime.       A 
graduate   of   Yale,    in   his   earlier   life, 
he    gave      to      institutions      in  several 
States    his    valuable   services,    but    his 
monument   is     State     College,   which, 
under  his  genius,  was  built  up  from  a 
single  building  with  a  few  students  to 
its    present   high   rank   as    one   of   the 
leading  educational  institutions  in  the 
United    States. 
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The  Call  for  Laborers. 

About   this  season,    once  a  year,   a 
•call  for  laborers  comes  from  the  large 
iarming-  regions  of  the  West,  and  the 
-daily  paper  editorial  writers  begin  to 
tune  their  pens  for  songs  of  joy  for 
the  workingmen.  Because  farm  hands 
a.re   in   demand   on   big  prairie   farms 
these   poets  of  prosperity  see   no   ex- 
cuse    for     idleness       But     they      say 
nothing    of   the    short-lived   character 
of  the   demand  and  the  hopelessness 
of    stranded    laborers.       Nor    do    they 
reflect  upon  the  more  important  sig- 
miflcance  of  this  phenomena.     The  de- 
mand for  farm  hands  at  this  season, 
and  the   inevitable     cessation     of  de- 
mand at  the  end  of  the  season,are  due 
to    that    monopolization   of  farm   land 
which  necessitates  an  array  of  labor- 
ers at  certain  seasons  but  offers  them 
neither  work  to  do  nor  place  to  stay 
between  seasons.     Out  of  this  abnorm- 
ality there   is  coming  a   race   of  irre- 
.sponsible      nomads,    which      bodes   no 
.good  to  the  Republic. — The  Public. 


[This  calls  attention  to  the  "Big 
Farms"  often  embracing  thousands  of 
■acres.  The  monopoly  of  the  land  has 
become  a  serious  menace.  Better 
many  people  with  homes  and  a  few 
acres  each  than  a  few  people  with  a 
vast  acreage  each.  Land  grabbing 
is  still  going  on.  Let  us  restrict  this 
as  we  should  restrict  great  fortunes, 
trusts  and  all   monopoly] — Ed.

-of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
•which  were  held  in  .the  handsome 
*nd  commodious  opera  house  in  Du- 
JBois,  Clearfield  County,  December  11- 
14,  were,  probably,  the  most  profitable 
•of  the  kind  ever  held.  The  attend- 
•ance  was  large  and  the  enthusiasm 
manifested  at  every  turn  in  the  pro- 
ceedings was  proof  sufficient  that  the  . 
■Order  in  Pennsylvania  is  in  a  pros- 
j;)erous  condition  and  in  a  condition 
that  prophesioa  well  for  the  future. 
Pennsylvania  has  reason  to  feel  proud 
■of  the  Grange  and  those  who  as- 
sembled at  DuBois  were  proud  that 
they  belonged  to  the  great  Order  of 
Patrons  of  Husbandry.  It  was  a  , 
Tepresentative  gathering  of  men  and 
•women  and  the  people  of  DuBois  and 
the  newspapers  there  spoke  in  the 
highest  terms  of  all. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings will  appear  in  the  journal  to  be 
Issued  from  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  published  as  a  supplement  to 
the  February  number  of  Pennsylvania 
Grange  News.  For  the  benefit  of  all 
micmbers  of  the  order,  many  of  whom 
rwlll  not  receive  the  supplement,  the 
•opening  address  of  the  State  Master  Is 
(printed  at  the  end  of  this  article.  The 
naddrese  is  in  a  measure  historical  and 
rsete  forth  in  detail  the  policies  upon 
vwhich  the  Order  has  been  strengthen- 
*ed  and  along  the  lines  of  which  it 
Is  hoped  to  continue  the  present  use- 
Xulness  to  «ven  greater  good.

The  fraternal  spirit  was  strdi 
at  the   bank   opening   and  the  gre^ 
value    of    the    movement    wait    neve?

In 
practically  €very  Instance  they  went 
as  they  came.  But  the  Grange  has 
stood  thru  three  decades  and  as  Its 
foundation  was  broad,  its  principles 
worthy.  Its  aims  high,  it  has  grown 
stronger  and  stronger  with  age  and 
experience  until  It  stands  ^o-day 
more  firmly  established  than  ever 
before  and  may  properly  be  looked 
upon  as  one  of  the  strong  arms  in  our 
State  government,  an  arm  that's  ever 
ready  to  uphold  and  defend  the  right. 
The  Grange  demands  that  thase  whom 
it  represents  shall  be  accorded  a 
square  deal  in  their  relations  to  the 
State,  to  corporate  interests,  and  to 
tholr  fellow  men.  The  State  dealing 
stiuarely  by  them,  they  will  always 
be  found  to  be  loyal  and  law-abiding 
citizens,  worthy  possessors  of  tho 
heritage  handed  down  bv  their  fore- 
fathers. This  organization  may  and 
should  be  a  strong  force  for  good 
government  and  should  always  be  ar- 
rayed on  the  side  of  those  .force» 
which  work  for  commercial,  social 
and  economic  betterment.  Its  stand 
for  temperance  in  "eating,  drinking, 
language,  also  in  work  and  recrea- 
tion" is  most  commendable  and  la 
worthy  of  being  actively  supported  aa 
well  as  observed  by  members  of  our 
Order  everywhere. 

REVIEW  OF  STATE  GRANGE  POLICV 

As  a  ship  must  needs  have  a  com« 
pass  to  enable  it  to  sail  its  cours» 
safely  and  surely  to  a  given  destina.- 
tlon,  so  a  great  organization  like  thi9 
must  have  certain  well-defined  policies 
or  rules  of  action  to  guide  and  guard 
it  as  It  goes  forward  toward  the 
dawning  future.  In  a  vAst  member- 
ship like  ours  there  naturally  Is 
great  diversity  in  opinion  as  to  meth- 
ods to  .  pursue,  and  there  are  /  many 
conflicting  interw>ts  and  a'-^iratlons- 
and  as  it  devolves  upon  the  Master 
to  be  responsible  in  largest  part  fop 
the  administration  of  affairs  in  alli 
branches  of  Grange  activity  for  fifty* 
one  but  of  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  th^ 
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■year,  it  seems  to  .me  fitting  that  tlie 
policy  wjilch  has  governed  fhe  State 
Master  for  the  past  elg'ht  years  should 
be  briefly  presented  to  this  body  at 
this  time. 

MOTHERING  GRANGES^ 

Granges  may  be  organized  out  of 
^people  who  are  curious  to  see  the 
<}range  goat,  who  join  to  find  out  what 
the  secrets  are.  o'ome  Join  a  new 
•Orange  simply  because  somebody  else 
'has  joined  and  perhaps  dared  them 
to  do  so.  Some  Join  because  it  Is  a 
^popular  thing  to  do.  In  ^addition  to 
these  there  are  In  practically  every 
>newly-organlzed  Grange  a  greater  or 
lesser  number  who  are  impressed  with 
■the  high  alms  and  objects  of  our  Order 
•and  who  are  sincere  In  their  con- 
•vlctl'ons  that  It  Is  not  only  a  privilege 
tout  a  duty  that '  farmers  should  or-, 
«anize  and  operate  their  own  organi- 
•%ation.  In  every  new  Grange  there 
"^ill  be  found  people  of  these  and 
■other  classes.  For  awhllethe  novelty 
•of  the  experience  and  the  newness  of 
•everything  will  suffice  to  hold  the  In- 
itore&t  of  all.  When  those  have  worn 
off  and  a  spirit  of  indifference  and 
•carelessness  would  come  In  to  en-, 
danger  the  existence  of  the  Grange 
4he  State  Grange  must  then  be  ready 
to  assist,  to  guide  and  to  encourage 
the  young  Grange.  Far  better  that 
ja  Grange  should  never  be  born  than 
t!hat  It  should  have  a  weak,  struggling 
«3Dist«noe  lor  a  year  or.  two  and  then 
pass  away  leaving  a  reflection  upon 
the  intelligence  of  those  who  consti- 
tuted ltd  membership,  as  well  as  upon 
those  who  were  responsible  for  Its 
organization.  These  crippled  Granges, 
'flying  in  Infancy,  fwave  the  impres- 
?sl0'ii  behind  them  that  our  Order  falls 
(to  imeet  the  demands  of  farmers,  and 
that  It  is  unable  to  care  for  Its  own 
children.  So  far  as  time  and  op- 
tT)ortunities  would  permit,  young 
'Oranges  have  therefore  been  an  ob- 
ject of  special  solicitude.  We  have 
encouraged  visiting  to  and  from  other 
Granges  as  well  by  deputies  and  State 
officers;  have  aimed  to  give  them 
.full  information  in  answer  to  all  In- 
Kiulrles,  to  keep  them  provided  with 
•Grange  literature  and  to  see  that 
:Pennsylvanla  Grange  News  would  be 
jBi  monthly  visitor  to  each  family  rep- 
resented In  the  Grange,  bearing  to 
"them  its  messages  of  good  cheer  as 
^vell  as  official  communications  from. 
<lifferent  State   Grange   departments. 

POLICY  ON    LEGISLATION

On  questloiu 
arising  in  the  Lep-islature  durlng.^tm, 
interim  between  .State  Grange  meeW 
ings  the  commltte  exercise:;  "^thl, 
greatest  possible  care  accuratelyi^HM 
reflect  the  sentiment  of  the  Patroni|l 
of  the  State  whenever  the  Committeftl 
iB  forced  to  declare  Itself.  It^i 
highly  complimentary  to  thls^'coni^ 
mlttee  that  In  no  important  Instan^^i 
have  they  felt  It  necessary,  ,tot?iif(a| 
verse  their  position  taken  in.'formM 
'years,  and  that  the.  people  ofmhj 
State  regardless  of  partv  are  nowfd^' 
mandlng  the  very  legislation  advpca|, 
ed  by  the  Grange  for  yeats.  '^'■'Th^

In  the  economy  of  Grange  work^li 
a  county  the  deputy  occupies  anilm* 
portant  and  responsible  position.  'Be- 
lieving that  the  Patrons  of  a  count} 
who     know     their     membership  '^canj 
Judge  best  as  to  who  will  fill  this  po-i 
sitlon  most  efficiently  it  has  been  the] 
policy  of  the  State  Master  to  reoue|i| 
Pomona  Granges  to  make  recommuHf^ 
datlons    to    him    of    Patrons    for   ap- 
pointment to   this  position.      Patrons^ 
thus  recommended  are  appolnnod  aiMl| 
receive   from   the   State   Grange   their 
outfits   and    commissions   as   deputias/a 
This   service   Is    not   so    efficient  as  Itf 
sho^ld  be,  largelv  because  the  deputie?!

viding them,  opportunity  for  advertis- 

ng  as  well  as  for  the  protection  af- 
iforded  them  by  the  State  Grange, 
these  concerns  pay  a  very  small  per- 
jcentage  on  the  volume  of  sales  made. 
(This  also  goes  to  the  State  Grange 
treasury-  and  makes  the  /business  arm

(Of  V  evolution  and  the  State  Grange 
must  ever  be  on  the  alert  promptly  to

Many  farmers  would  gladly  welcome 
■intelligent  and  practical  assistance  In

|Keta.  If  they/  be  well  Informed  and 
^f>"08t.  and  /  under  direction  of  the 
(State  Grange,  can  be  of  untold  value 
In  helping  to  realize  thousands  of  dol- 

ars  more  to  the  farmers  of  this  State. 

[ntelllgent  consumers  in  the  city.- 
I^hen  they  understand  a  movement  of 
^ia  character,  should  welcome  it.  It 
Tmeans  the  elimination  of  certain 
surplus  middlemen  and  the  placing 
|of  tbe  product  of  the  farm  before  the 
consumer  more '  promptly,  directly 
and  at  a  lower  price. 

Upon  analysis  it  will  be  found  that 
jWifh    the    million    and    a    quarter    of 
farmers   In     Pennsylvania     there  are 
feotherimilllons  in  our  cities  whose  busl- 
iness  Interests     are     in     common  with 
Kfarmers.     They    but    need    to  under- 
^'stand  each  other  better  to  co-operate 
l^more   fully.       The   principles     of    co- 
-operation are  taking  root  In  cities,  as 
\lB  evidenced  by  the  establishment   of 
fco-operatlve  societies  for  business  pur- 
iposes  In  Wllkes-Barre  and  elsewhere.  ' 
Co-operation    is    one    of    thp    greatest 
assets    that    a    State    may    have.       In 
^traveling  thru  Europe  last  year  as  a 


United  .States  delegate  to  the  Inter- 
national Agricultural  Conference,  1 
was  much  surprised  to  note  how  fan* 
ahead  of  us  the  European  farmers 
and  business  men  are  in  their  co-oper- 
ative [business  relations.  In  practic- 
ally ever"  country  of  Northern  Europe- 
all  kinds  of  the  products  of  the  farnv 
are  marketed  co-operatively  and  withn 
a  degree  of  satisfaction  and  economy 
that  commended  thems-^lves  to  mo 
very  highly.  The  /methods  there  may- 
be observed  and  studied  profitably  by 
us  to  the  end  that  we  may  here  es- 
tablish more  economical  and  equitable 
methods  for  the  distribution  of  the 
products  of  the  farm.  I  have  never 
seen  anywhere  better  stocks  of  goods^ 
or  merchandising  done  more  meth- 
odically, nor  stores  that  presented 
more  attractive  appearances  botbi 
wtthln  and  without  than  I  found  in 
some  of  the  co-operative  stores  ii>i 
Europe.  Mammoth  buildings,  filled 
with  the  very  finest  and  best  qualities- 
of  goods  and  all  operated  on  the 
department  stdre  plan.  Impress  one* 
that  there  co-operation  is  indeed^ 
being  vitalized.  It  is  only  about 
sixty  years  ago  that  twenty-reiglit 
workmen  in  Rochdale,  England,  sub- 
scribed $5  each  to  establishing  tb» 
co-operative  store.i  to  buy  goods  at 
wholesale  and  sell  them  at  .retail. 
These  men  were  wage  earners  andt 
paid  in  their  sublscrlp^ions  at  the- 
rate  of  twenty-five  cents  per  week.. 
Prom  the  p^'stem  they  then  establish- 
ed has  cojne  the  two  largest  whole- 
sale establishments  in  the  world  andl 
about  four  tho,usand  large  retain 
stores,  and  co-operative  business  !» 
done  agsregating  many  millions  or 
dollars  annually.  From  this  small  >e— 
ginning  in  a  little  over  half  a  century^^ 
the  society  has  entered  upon  the  co- 
operative manufacturing  of  books*, 
shoes  and  hn.«^8  ana  At  the  same  time- 
Is  cultivating  over  one  hundred  dif- 
ferent tracts  of  land.  It  gives  em- 
ployment to  several  hundred  thousand- 
people  while  eight  great  ocean  steam- 
ers go  all  over  the  world  bearing  the 
products  of  this  co-operative  society 
and  bringing  other  products  home  to- 
their  wholesale  houses.  Such  sue- 
cetssful  co-opera;tlve  enterprises  are 
attracting  the  attention  of  the  people 
today  more  than  ever,  and  it  is  fittini^ 
that  this  State  Grange  shall  ask  itself 
the  question  :  "What  can  we  get  out 
of  tills  for  the  farmers  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ?" 

The  business  policy  of  otir  Order- 
contemplates  also  that  so  far  as  pos- 
sible the  State  Grange  shall  assist 
indlvi<iual  members  of  the  Order 
everywhere  to  have  their  own  flnanclat 
Institutions  and  to  acquire  such  rat- 
ing and  business  standing,  as  wflt 
assist  them  in  commercial  enterprlses<i. 
To  this  end,  the  State  Grange  Is  as- 
sisting In  the  establishment  and  -op- 
eration of  Banks  and  Trust  Companies*. 
The    success  .attending    Its    efforts   la 
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;hls  direction  have  been  highly  grati- 
fying to  the  most  sanguine  aimong  us. 
During  the  year,  brother  John  G.  Mc- 
Henry,  of  Columbia  County,  President 
>f  the     National     Bank     of  Columbia 
[bounty,  has  been  appointed  with  the 
janotlon  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
IS   the   Special   Representative   of  the 
3ba/te    Grange    on    Banking    Interests. 
By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  people 
>f    his    district    called    upon    him    to 
engage    In   a   caiiipaign   for   Congress; 
[its  "Banking  work  was  neoes^jarlly  In- 
terrupted.       Election     Is     over,     and 
Brother     MoHenry    is     now     honored 
P7ith  a  seat  in  Congress  but  has  Indi- 
cated Ills  desire  and  Intention  to  help 
serve   the     Grange     with     that  same 
irdor  and     Intelligence     which     were 
characteristic  of  his  work  prior  to  his 
slectlon   tp   Congress.       He   will   later 
jubmit  a  detailed  report  of  the  work 
thus  far     accomplished,  and     outline 
plans  for  the  future.      The  establish- 
ment of  banks,  owned  and  controlled 
In    largest   parts   by   members   of   our 
Order,    is.    in    my    opinion,    the    most 
Jigniflcant     and     valuable     work,     to 
iRThich  the  State  Grange  can  direct  its 
jnergy.

the  banks  or  trust  companies.      With 
the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  financial- 
ly united,  they  become  a  great  power 
for  the  betterment  and  improvement

sngage  In  any  commercial  enterprise, 
they  will     have     the     means   within 
themselves  and  their  own  institutions 
standing  ready  to  furnish  the  finances, 
rhey  will  no  longer  need  to  be  em- 
barrassed  from   lack   of  capital   with 
wrlilch    to    do    business.

If*  now    become    so    large    and    the    du- 
•ties   of   Its   officers  so    numerous    and 
exacting,  that  it  seemed  necessary  to 
establish    some    medium    thru    which 
*  official   and   semi-official    communlca- 
f  tlons  could  be  made  to  reach  the  en- 
L^lre  membership  and  thru  which  the 
ll^opinlons    of    members    of   our    Order, 
;'upon    Grange    matters    could   he    ex- 
f  changed.       In    response    to    this    and 


other  demands,  Pennsylvania  Grange 
News  came  Into  existence  and  received 
Its  post  office  mailing  franchise  in 
August,  1904.  Under  that  franchise, 
it  was  not  permitted  to  carry  adver- 
tising. The  expense  of  publishing 
without  this  privilege  was  heavy.  Tber 
State  Grange  a  year  ago,  directed  tba*^ 
application  should  be  made  for 
a  change  of  franchise,  which  would! 
enable  It  to  carry  legitimate  advertis- 
ing. This  was  secured  In  January  of 
this  year,  and  since  then  the  space  de- 
voted to  advertising  has  contributed 
to  bearing  the  expense  of  publishing 
the  maeazlnes.  These  have  a  circula- 
tion of  practically  25,000  copies  per 
month.  Private  data  In  connection 
with  the  publishing  of  this  officiat 
organ  will  be  presented  In  connectioa 
with  the  Executive  Committee  re- 
port. 

It  seems  to  me  highly  important 
that  this  publication  shall  be  continu- 
ed, and  under  the  direction  of  the- 
executive  committee  as  at  present.. 
While  It  Is  desirable  that  each  family 
shall  receive  a  copy,  yet  It  also  seems 
that  they  should  be  willing  to  pay 
something  for  It,  and  some  plan 
should  be  devised  so  that  every  fam- 
ily receiving  it  should  contribute 
something  towards  its  support.  While' 
the  subscription  price  of  25  cent» 
is  small,  yet  if  the  secretary  of  eaclib 
Grange  were  made  an  agent  for 
the  magazine,  and  would  send  a  dime 
for  every  family  represented  in  hia 
Grange,  it  would  materially  help  to- 
ward supporting  the  publication.  Thl»/ 
sum  might  be  voted  from  the  Sub- 
ordinate Grange  treasury  and  couldl 
afterward  be  collected  from  each 
family,  in  such  a  manner  as  each 
Subordinate  Grange  might  devise. 

POLICY    TOWARD    THE    STATE.  AKtt 
OTHER  ORGANIZATIONS' 

During  the  past  eight  years  I  have 
endeavored  to  render  such  service  to- 
the  State  as  my  limited  time,  op- 
portunities and  abilities  would  per- 
mit. I  have  considered  it  essential 
and  proper  to  co-operate>  so  far  as 
practicable  and  possible,  with  State 
Departments  and  State  Institutions. 
We  have  joined  with  the  other  ag- 
ricultural organizations,  constituting 
what  Is  called  the  Allied  Agricultural 
Organization  of  Pennsylvania  for  Leg- 
islative purposes.  This  concentration 
of  force  and  energy  proved  to  be  very 
efficient,  and  It  Is  my  conviction  that 
these  should  continue  to  work  to- 
gether, to  secure  desirable  laws  and 
to  defeat  all  undesirable  legislation. 
Prompted  by  a  spirit  of  fraternity, 
these  organizations  have  been  invited 
to  i^end  delegates  to  this  session  of  the 
State  Grange,  and,  as  the  member- 
ship of  most  of  them  is  mainly  made 
up  of  people  who  are  already  mem- 
bers of  this  Order,  It  has  been  easy 
for  them     to     provide  representatloa 
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Friendly  relations  are  maintained 
"with  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
TThe  Grange  Is  in  large  part  re- 
«ponslible  for  the  creation  of  this  de- 
ipartment.  Of  all  departments  of  our 
■fitate  Government,  it  Is  the  one  In 
'"Which  the  farmers  are  directly  Inter- 
'©ated.  Willie  other  departments  may 
'bo  run  to  suit  other  whims  and  fan- 
cies, we  take  no  new  position  In  In- 
'Sistlng  that  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture belongs  to  the  farmers  and 
should  be  conducted  In  a  manner  to 
•inspire  their  confidence  and  secure 
^heir  cordial  support.  Without  these 
.its  continuance  would  become  a  farce. 
Vhe  farmers'  Ideals  are  "square 
•deals,"  a.nd  he  demands  honest,  sym- 
pathetic and  effective  service  and  re- 
sults  from   his   public   ofllclals. 

During  the  year  which  Is  past,  I 
have  appointed  a  number  of  mem- 
'bers  In  different  counties  of  the  istate 
'to  co-operate  with  the  Division  of 
wZoology,  as  contemplated  by^the  ac- 
tion of  the  last  State  Grange.  In 
^ome  counties  I  -have  been,  however, 
^unable  to  find  members  adapted  to 
•fhl.^  work  and  willing  to  assume  it. 
For  several  years  It  has  been  my 
^practice  to  assist  in  the,  work  of  the 
Farmers'  Institutea;  have  also  aided 
Jthe  Dairy  and  Food  division,  and  have 
been  compensated  for  services  render- 
"Cd  to  these  two  divisions.  The  rela- 
tions between  the  State  Grange  and 
':State  Colleee  and  Experiment  Sta- 
tion are  of  a  very  amicable  nature. 
'■Station  ars  of  a  very  amicable  nature. 
The  trustees  of  this  institution  are 
now  making  a  determined  effort  to 
brings  agriculture  there  up  to  the 
front,  and  they  have  recently  secured 
Prof.  Thomas  Hunt  from  Cornell 
IJnlversity,  to  take  the  position  as 
VDean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture 
And  Director  of  the  Experiment  Sta- 
tion. This  selection  was  made  only 
after  a  very  careful  canvass  of  avall- 
«.ble  high-class  men  all  over  the 
United  States,  and  it  Is  believed  that 
in  bringing  him  here  the  College  has 
made  a  great  and  brave  stroke  for 
Agriculture.  You  will  receive  later, 
a,  full  report  of  the  committee  which 
the  last  State  Grange  provided  should 
be  anoolnted  to  visit  the  College,  In- 
nrestlgate  conditions  there  and- to  make 
suggestions  in  their  report  to  this 
^ody.  upon  how  the  institution  can 
be  made  more  helpful  to  the  farmer. 

TAXATION 

It  has  long  been  a  contention  of  the 
State  Grange  that  personal  and  cor- 
porate property  do  not  pay  their 
proper  share  of  taxes  In  Pennsylvania. 
The  adjusting  and  co-llectlng  of 
these  taxes  Is  vested  in  the  Auditor 
<3encra^l  and  It  Is  fitting  that  praise 
bo  accorded  to  the  present  Incum- 
5l>ent  of  that  office,  Dr.  W.  P.  Snyder, 
Cor  realizing  for  the  State  more  than 


one  and  one-half  millions  more  xevi^ 
nue  from  these  sources  last  yearf^ham 
It  ever  realized  before.  It  is  my^coni 
vlctlon,  however,  that  It  would<?b4 
better  policy  If  the  Legislature  wer4 
to  make  provision  for  the  dlstrlbu^ 
tlon  of  this  great  responsibility  and! 
power  upon  more  than  a  single  office/ 
The  Grange  wants  greater  equality iiu 
taxation  and  this  oHlce  lias  vast  op- 
portunities for  helping  to  brlng;ytS 
about.  '  '■ 


TRANSPORTATION 


Upon  this  /luestlon  the  GrangevhaiK 
labored  diligently.  This  Is  a'talgi 
question  and  In  a  State  so  diversifledl 
as  our  own,  it  Is  difl^cult  to  arrive^tl 
a  plan  that  will  work  equitably  thruv 
out  the  State.  "  The  Highway  Com<^ 
missioner  has  been  building  strlps'ol 
road  of  various  lengths  in  many  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  and  people  should] 
be  able  soon  to  determine  upon'theirj 
value  to  the  community  as  compared 
with  the  outla-'.  The'  Grange  be- 
lieves that  the  Nationa'  Governimentl 
should  assist  In  building  our  publlcj 
highways,  and  it  Is  th^'  purpose  of  thej 
National  Grange  to  undertake  to  se-1 
cure  the  passage  or  a  bill  through^ 
Congress,  to  appropriate  $50,000,0003 
for  this  puroose.  This  appropriation^ 
it  is  contemplated,  shall  be .  divided! 
over  five  years,  $10,000,000  beini' 
available  each  year  and  to  be  paid-to| 
States  for  expenditure  thru  the  Stat< 
State  Highway  Departments  I  rec-J 
ommend  that  the  State  Grange  give  toj 
this  movement  Its  cordial  endorse- 
ment. Country  districts  contribute] 
largely  to  the  indirect  taxes  of  ourl 
Government  and  it  is  but  fair  that! 
some  liberal  appropriations  be  made 
that  will  come  closer  home  to  them^ 
than  do  the  appropriations  for  p^bli( 
buildings  In  our  cities,  the  riverB^and] 
harbor  Improvements,   etc.  %   'if 

In    the    disturbed    condition    of   af- 
fairs with  referencb  to  transportatioa]! 
the  Legisltaure  would  do  the  State  al 
service  were  It  to  create  a  State  com*! 
mission   upon    transportation,   simllf 
in    Its    make-up   and    powers    to  *  the! 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

(Hardships  "  in  transportation  ,  r< 
more  heavily  upon  the  farmer  thanl 
upon  any  other  class  of  people.  It  isl 
to  his  interest  to  have  the  publlol 
roads  Improved,  to  have  freight  and| 
passenger  rates  equalized  and  adjusted! 
upon  the  steam  railroads.  He  wouldi 
be  benefitted  by  having  the  canals  and| 
water  ways  of  this  State  restored  and] 
new  ones  opened  for  the  transporta-l 
tlon  of  commerce.  He  Is  an  advocatel 
of  rapid  transit  for  his  family  and  hlgj 
freight  over  electric  trolley  lines  andj 
the  Grange  shall  expect  the  next  Leg-J 
islature  and  the  Incoming  administra- 
tion to  carry  out  the  platform ,  ^nd^ 
the  rostrum  pledges  made  to  the]; 
people  of  the  State  with  reference  to^ 
the  several  items  of  legislation  fori 
which  the  Grange  has  tor  years  been^ 
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l^flrtandingr.

It  Is  largely 'due  to  the  creation  and 
fostering:   of     public      sentiment   thru 
^  the  Grange  that  the  different  political 
Jpartles   this  year  presented  such   ac- 
pj-ceptable   platforms  along   progressive 
plines.      With   practically   every   party 
l^pledged  to  enact  our  leglsltalon  with- 
l^out  reserve  or  condition,  the  Grange 
ifmembershlp     and     farmers  generally 
have  a  right  to  expect  that  the  faith  of 
lythe   written  and  spoken   pledges   will 
|i*fnow  be  kept.     It  is  my  individual  con- 
Mvlctlon    that   we   are   coming   Into   an 
I:  era  of  better    legislation    and   better 
IpfiTOvernment   in     Pennsylvania,     made 
H'both   possible   and    Imperative   by   an 
lii«^'aroused  public  sentiment.      The  wln- 
'  nlng  of  our  principles  is  an  achleve- 
^ ment  over     which      we     should   have 
if  much    pride.       I      feel      much      more 
proud  and  liappy   to   be  cpnscious  of 
L  the  fact  that  those  measures  for  which 
M  we  have     contended,     lo,     these  many 
[p[  years,  have  at  last  had  put  upon  them 
If.the   stamp   of  approval   and  the   seal 
II' of  endorsement  by  the  people  of  the 
ri  State,  than  I  would   be  over  any  pos- 
V  alble  honor  that  could  come  to  me  in- 
f  dividually  by     the      suffrages     of  my 
;  fellow   men.       My   determination   was 
; made  several  years  ago,  that  so  long 
^  as  I  remained  Master  of  the  Pennsyl- 
'  van  la  State  Grange,  I  would  not  be- 
'•  come    a    candidate     of    any    political 
■   party  for  any  State  ofllco  at  any  gen- 
■eral  election.      This  Is  mentioned  not 
'    to  influence   the  course   of  any  other 
official  but  In  recital  of  my  establlsh- 
'  -ed    policy   /'as      related      to    partisan 
politics.      / 

THE   NATIONAL   GRANGE 

i'     The  fortieth  annual   session  of  thp 
i- {National  Grange  convened  at  Denver, 
i   Colorado,  November  i4th.      In  his  an- 
;':  nual  address  the  Worthy  Master  re- 
i'r, cited  the  achievements  of  the  Grange 
during  the     past     year,     conspicuous 
'  among  which,   in  a   legislative   sense, 
was  the  passage  of  the  denatured  al- 
,  cohotl  bill.      A  nice  display  of  alcohol- 
burning    lamps,    stoves,    heaters    and 
other    alcohol-using    apparatus,     was 
,  made  at  Denver  and  I  have  made  an 
«ffort  to  have  such  a  display  here.    If 
/we  should  all  remember  that  every  al- 
cohol-using  device  Is  creating  a  new 
market  for  farm  produce  and  will  en- 
courage having  these  devices  on  sale 
in  our  respective  localities,  the  use  of 
alcohol  will  soon  becomQ  common  in 
all  sections  of  the  country.      I  am  ad- 
vised that  there  is  nothing  in  the  law 
to  prevent  any  single   farmer   having 
Ills  own  distillery,  If  he  so  desires,  and 
;  if  he     finds     It     to     be  commercially 
^practical.        Experiments     are     being 
made    to    determine    just    how    small 
the  alooliol  output  per  day  can  be  and 
etlll    be    profitable.       When    this    has 


been  determined  It  may  then  be  prac- 
ticable for  a  few  farmers  In  a  neigh- 
borhood to  club  together  and  own  and 
operate  their  own  distillery  for  mak- 
ing denatured  alcohol. 

It   seemed   to    be    generally  under- 
stood at  that  meeting  that  the  Grange 
should  make  a  united  effort  to  secure 
the  establishment  of  the  parcels  post 
and  to  have  provision  for  rural  par- 
cels   delivery    at    a    rate    very    much 
lower   than    the    general   rate.       It   is 
my  conviction  that  the  rural  parcels 
delivery  which     we     enjoyed     in  the 
earlier    days    of    rural    mall    delivery 
was  discontinued  by  reason  of  ordersi 
from  the  post-office  department  at  the 
behest    of    express    companies.       The 
policy  of  this  government  is  to  be  of  ;| 
the    greatest    service    to    the   greatest 
number  and     the     post-office  depart- 
ment   could    easily    provide    revenue 
for    conducting    a   parcels    post    if    it 
would  reduce  the  rates  now  paid  to 
railroad    companies    for    postal-  cars, 
etc.,      require     each     department     of 
the  government  to  pay  postage  on  Its 
matter  and   do   away  altogether  with 
the   franking  privileges,   and  Institute 
such   other  reforms  as  good  business! 
prudence  suggests.  ' 

The  National  Grange  again  went  on 
record  In  opposition  to  the  Ship 
Subsidy  Bill  and  as  favoring  the  con- 
struction of  a  ship  canal  from  the 
Great  Lakes  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
The  Grange  for  years  advocated  a 
canal  across  the  Isthmus  to  connect 
the  two  oceans,  and  also  the  direct 
nomination  and  election  of  United 
States  Senators.  Both  are  coming. 
Let  us  have  direct  nomination  in 
Pennsylvania  for  this  office.  It 
favors  the  establishment  of  a  Grange 
Life  Insurance  Company,  a^nd  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  try  to  formu- 
late some  acceptable  plan.  The  aes- 
.slon  was  not  largely  atten>ded  as  the 
Grange  Is  not  very  strong  In  that 
State.  Twenty-four  States  were  rep- 
resented, South  Carolina  "havlnjf . 
dropped  out  during  the  year. 

FORESTRY  ' 

Pennsylvania  lead>s  all  States  in  the 
union  in  the  liberality  of  its  appro- 
priations for  many  public  purposes. 
And  while,  with  its  forestry  depart- 
ment and  the  School  of  Forestry  in 
Prankilln  County  and  the  State's  large 
holdings  of  land  it  sets  a  good  ex- 
ample to  other  States  and  to  our  citi- 
zenship, yet  the  individual  farm  wood 
lots  should  also  be  guarded  and  pre- 
served. In  this  connection  I  quote  a 
few  sentences  from  my  addresi^of  a* 
year  ago.  "Let  us  Insist  that  the 
State  shall  severely  punish,  thru  our 
various  courts,  any  corporation  or  any 
individual  that  shall  be  the  cause  of 
killing  young  timber  thru  the  agency, 
of  fire  or  carelessness  of  any  kind. 
Let  us  encourage  the  growth  of  tlm- 
"ber    upon    the    thousands    and    thou- 
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lands  of  acres  of  barren  mountain 
and.  In  but  few  directions  can 
Grange  Influence  be  exercised  to  a 
)etter  advantage  than  right  along 
;hls  line." 

PICNIC   WORK 

The  large  number  of  picnics  held 
luring  the  year,  as  well  as  the 
Grange  Fairs,  seem  to  have  been  at- 
;ended  with  good  results.  It  seems 
t  might  be  in  the  interest  of  economy 
;o  have  our  State  divided  into  sec- 
Jons  for  picnic  work,  something  on 
:he  order  of  the  present  division  for 
Farmers'  Institute  work.  A  certain 
:orps  of  speakers  could  be  assigned  to 
»ection  No.  1,  one  year,  and  to  an- 
)ther  section  the  succeeding  year.  In 
;his  way  there  could  be-  effected  both 
jconomy  in  travel  and  in  time  con- 
mmed  in  travel.  The  Granges  in 
I  given  district  would  know  just 
Trho  their  speakers  were  to  be  for 
;hat  year  and  could  select  from  among 
ihe  number  assigned  by  State  Grange 
:o  that  district.  This  would  also  re- 
mit to  the  advantage  of  both  speaker 
ind  audience  in  the  respect  that  there 
ivould  be  new  faces  and  new  speakers 
jach  succeeding  year.  Perhaps  some- 
thing along  this  line  is  worthy  of 
jonslderation. 

IN    MEMORIAM 

The  grim  reaper  has  been  busy 
luring  the  year,  and  prominent  mem- 
bers have  been  garnered  in  the  har- 
k^est.  Brother  D.  B.  Mauger,  first 
Master  of  our  State  Grange,  and  Sister 
Maggie  Rhone  wife  of  Past  Master, 
Leonard  Rlione,  have  been  called 
home.  iWe  mourn  their  loss  and  with 
the  sorrowing  families  we  would 
share  the  grief. 

(The  present  delegates  from  this 
State  to  the  National  Grange  pre- 
sided at  the  Memorial  services  held 
by  that  body  In  honor  of  this  Brother 
and  Sister. 

I  suggest  that  provisions  be  made 
for  such  services  at  this  session  of  the 
State  Grange. 

IN   CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  my 
colleagues  among  the  State  Grange 
olllcers  and  committees,  as  well  as 
Individual  members  and  workers  in 
the  Order  everywhere,  for  their  cor- 
dial and  active  co-operation  and  sup- 
port in  discharging  the  duties  of  this 
office  and  In  assisting  to  carry  forwai^d 
the  work  In  our  State.  To  all  belongs 
a  share  of  the  glory  which  accrues 
from  the  successful  work  of  the  past 
eight  years.  During  this  period  the 
Grange  In  Pennsylvania  has  nearly 
trebled  Its  membership,  while  Its  pres- 
tige and  influence  in  the  State  have 
Increased  many  fold.  The  receipts 
from  fees  and  dues  to  the  State 
Grange  have  increased  in  eight  years 
242  per  cent.,  and  the  problems  of 
Orange    administration    have    corres- 


pondingly Increased.     During  the^Nft 
tlonal  Grange  year  there  were  thirty 
eight   Granges   organized   and  sevens 
teen    re-organized.       This    makes  |a» 
addition  of  flfty-ftve  Granges  and  ex- 
cels  the   growth    made   in  any  othQ 
State.  '    ^^: 

With  this  session,  the  terms  of  the^ 
ofllcers  of  the  State  Grange  terminate 
At  the  time  of  my  elec;tion  at  Erie  two*' 
years  a,go,    I    expressed   to    the   State 
Grange  my  desire  and  hope  that  the 
delegates  to   the    1906   session  of  the 
State    Grange    would   be    prepared  to-' 
harmoniously    unite    upon    some    one 
else  to   become   my  successor.      That 
session  is  now  here,  and  I  trust  that' 
in  the  election  of  ofllcers,  as  well  as 
In  all  the  other  work  of  the  session,;' 
the    good   of   the    order   will   be   kept 
paramount  in  all   things  to  all  otheri, 
influences.      It  is  a  matter  of  pride  to'- 
all  that  the  work  of  our  Order  stands 
highly    commended      to-day.       Presl-i 
dent  Roosevelt  has  said  that  he  looks 
to  the  Grange,  more  than  to  any  other 
organization,   to  suggest  Ideas  and  to 
furnish  Ideals  in  government,  and  that  | 
he  strongly  relies  upon  the  Grange  to  * 
assist  In  securing  the  passage  of  de-;^ 
slrable      legislation.

•days."  Really  "the  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected  has  become  the  head 
of  the  corner." 

The  President  says  : 
"The  only  other  person  whose  wel- 
fare is  as  vital  to  the  welfare  of  the 
wh,ole  country  as  Is  the  welfare  of  the 
wageworkers  are  the  tillers  of  the  soil, 
the  farmers.  It  is  a  mere  truism  to 
say  that  no  growth  of  cities,  no 
growth  of  wealth,  no  Industrial  de- 
velopment can  atone  for  any  falling 
off  in  the  character  and  standing  of 

'  the  farming  population.  There  Is 
no  longer  any  failure  toi  realize  that 
farming,  at  least  In  certain  branches, 
must  become  a  technical  and  scientific 
profession. 

"All  students  now  realize  that  edu- 
cation must  seek  to  train  the  execu- 
tive powers  of  young  people  and  to 
confer  more  real  significance  upon 
the  phrase  "dignity  of  labor,"  and  to 
prepare  the  pupils  so  that/ in  addi- 
tion to  each  doveloolng  In  the  high- 
est degree  his  individual  capacity  for 
work,  they  must  together  help  create 
a  right  public  opinion,  and  show  In 
many    ways   social    and   co-operative 
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spirit.  Organization  has  become 
necessary. in  the  business  world;  and 
it  lias  accom,.  lished  much  for  good 
In  the  world  of  labor.  It -is  no  less 
necessary  for  the  farmers.  Such  a 
m/OvemenC  as  the  Grange  movement 
is  good  in  itself  and  is  capable  of  a 
well-nigh  inlin.to  further  extension 
for  good  so  long  as  it  is  kept  in  its 
own  legitimate  ouslness.  The  bene- 
fits to  be  derived  ay  the  association 
of  farmers  for  mutual  advantage  are 
partly  economic  and  partly  sociol- 
ogical."

The  defeat  of  Congressman  Wads- 
worth  of  New  York  who,  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  Agriculture  for 
so  many  years,  misrepresented  the 
farmers  of  this  country;  and  of  Con- 
gressman Grosvenor,  of  Ohio,  show 
that  Grange  thought  is  at  work  and 
that  the  teachings  of  our  Declaration 
of  Purposes  as  the  duty  of  every'  Pa- 
tron "to  see  that  none  but  faithful, 
competent  and  honest  men,  who  will 
unflinchingly  stand  by  our  industrial 
Interests  are  nominated  to  fill  po- 
sitions of  trust"  are  being  put  into 
practice.  The  "imachine''  in  politics 
that  thought  to  still  force  such  men 
on  the  voters  is  being  smashed,  in 
many  states  and  in  all  parties.

AN  INSPIRING  MEETING. 

Never  did  a  morb  truly  representa- 
tive body  of  Pennsylvania's  great  ag- 
ricultural class  assemble  than  that 
wlxidh  gathered  at  DuBois  when  the 
State  Grange  met  in  annual  session  on 
December  11,  1906.  Every  officer 
«ind  more  than  400  delegates  were  in 
their  seats  iwhen  Worthy  Master  Hill 
called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m.,  on 
Tuesday.  In  the  afternoon  nearly  all 
of  the  623  delegates  were  on  hand. 
The  Worthy  Master's  address  was  an 
«Lble  paper.  It  touched  all  the  -more 
important  matters  of  interest  not  only 
to  the  members  o<f  the  Order  but  to 
the  farmers  generally.  The  reports 
o-f  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  sliow- 
^d  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  the 


Order  numerically  and  financially.  Thej 
largest  balance  ever  h^ld  is  now  in  the^" 
treasury.  The  Secretary's  report" 
showed  that  39  new  Granges  have 
been  organized  and  9  dormant  ones 
reorganized  during  the  year  and  that! 
there  has  been  a  net  gain  in  member 
ship  of  5472,  the  membership  •having! 
■more  than  doubled  in  the  last  elgM| 
years. 

When  the  roll  of  counties  was  callr' 
ed  for  the  Introd-uctlon  of  business  an' 
unusual  number  of  'resolutions  was^ 
presented.  This  is  evidence  that  the 
members  believe  in  the  power  of  the 
organization  to  influence  legislation^ 
and  also  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
ibeen  thinking  of  their  interests,  as 
affected  by  the*  laws  of  the  land.  •'*4^'

Trolley  freight  an^ 
two-cent  car  fare  were  demanded 'fts' 
a  matter  of  course  and  with  the  full' 
expectation  that  they  will  be  enacted' 
into  laws  by  the  inooming  Legislature.; 
A  resolution     coming     from     Centre 
County   Pjomona  Grange  asking  that' 
the  State  erect  telephone  lines  aloaigi 
the   public  roads  for  the  use  of  the' 
people  at  a  uniform  rental  was  adopt* 
ed.  "  The     arbitrary     vaccination."  la^ 
and  the  no  less  arbitrary  administnK 
tlon   of  the   burial   law  came  in  fori 
etrong  condemnation.      The  action  of 
the  National  Grange  in  demanding-a' 
parcels  post,  postal  savings  banks,  the 
election  of  United  States  Senators  bjr; 
a  direct  vote  of  the  people  and  the  ap 
propriation  of   $500,000,000   for  pub-, 
lie  roads  was  endorsed.     A  civil  pen-_ 
slon  list  is  looked  upon  with  dlstfavori/ 
If  we  begin  with  Judges  and  teachers
